GEORGE MARLOW TALKS 
OF AUSTRALIAN THEATERS 


Melbourne Amusement Man Touring United States 
Contrasts Theatrical Requirements of America 
and the Antipodes—Is Impressed by 
Western Spirit of Progress 


Chicago, June 16.—George Marlow, 
for many years owner of the Adelphi 
Theater, Sydney, and the Princess 
Theater, Melbourne, is spending a few 
days in Chicago before leaving for 
New York while touring the United 
States with his wife gathering notes 
for the erection of a new theater in 
Sydney upon his return to Australia. 


“The person who marks time in 
America for five minutes is so far 
behind the times that he might as 
well commit suicide,” declared Mr. 
Marlow, commenting upon the Yan- 
kee spirit of progress, which has im- 
pressed him above all things in his in- 
terested observation of American life. 
He denied that the Australians were 
at all backward, but called attention 
to the fact that they were more occu- 
pied with enjoying their money while 
the Americans are more occupied with 
earning it. He is hopeful of being able 
to take back to the Island Continent 
some of the Western enthusiasm and 
initiative, which has been a revela- 
tion to him. He feels that traveling 
is a wonderful mental tonic and ex- 
pressed keen regret that he had not 
visited this country fifteen years ago. 


Australian and American theaters 
and theatrical requirements were con- 
trasted with great interest by Mr. 
Marlow, who declared that there was 
an excellent field in his country for 
capable American players who have 
already won their rank in the theat- 
rical world. He called attention to 
the fact that no plays are given try- 
outs in Australia and nothing pro- 
duced which has not already proven 
successful elsewhere. He admitted 
that this system tends to stifle Aus- 
tralian genius. Mr. Marlow also re- 
marked that actors and actresses in 
Australia are not given the same Iib- 
eral opportunities afforded them in 
America and stood much better 
chances to become stars after leaving 
Australia. 

Stock companies in Australia are 
known as “permanent companies,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Marlow, who added: 
“Some _ people played continuously 
with me for ten years, so you will see 
what I mean when T say permanent 
companies.” He related an ancedote 
of one of his actors, whom he had 
discharged for some reason, who re- 
fused to leave his direct'on becanse 
he said he had been with him too long 
not to know a good manager. 


While in United States Mr. Marlow 
has seen a number of players who 


formerly played for him in Australia. 
Among them are Miss Jean Robertson, 
now playing in I Love You at the Cort 
Theater, Chicago, who was in Austra- 
lia two or three years; Miss Elwin 
Harvey, at present sharing leads at the 
Liberty Theater, Oakland, Cal.; Geo. 
Cross, also of the Liberty, who was with 
Mr. Marlow in Australia for eight 
years; Gerald Griffin, who was intro- 
duced to Australian audiences in Irish 
songs and who was playing at the San 
Francisco Hippodrome when Mr. Mar- 
low passed thru that city; Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilton Welch, who played for 
him several seasons while Mrs. Welch 
was Louise Lovely, and before she had 
entered the motion picture field. For 
atime Mrs. Marlow, who was formerly 
Ethel Buckley and a very successful 
star in both London and her native 


country of Australia, was under her 
husband's direction. 

American musical comedies of the 
better class are very successful in Aus- 
tralia, according to Mr. Marlow, who 
declared that musical comedies and 
vaudeville shows are the only produc- 
tions which will keep the Australians, 
whom he characterized as the most 
amusement loving people on earth, 
away from the movies, which he said 
they visited morning, noon and night. 
It is Mr. Marlow’s opinion that « the- 
atrical production in Australia has to 
be unusually clever to succeed in the 
face of moving picture competition. 
He admitted that Australian audiences 
were not altogether capable of under- 
standing all American successes and 
discreticn had to be shown by the 
Australian producer in his selection of 
plays. Cheating Cheaters was not ap- 
preciated in Australia. Mr. Marlow 
declared that theatrical taste in Aus- 
tralia is more uniform now thruout 
the country than formerly and that it 
is no longer true that what will be 
successful in Melbourne will be a fail- 
ure in Sydney. 

When asked concerning the plays 
which have been most successful in 
Australia recently Mr- Marlow prompt- 
ly named four American plays—The 
Bird of Paradise, De Luxe Annie, The 
Man Who Came Back and Eyes of 
Youth. Speaking of American players 
who have won popularity in his coun-

FACTS ABOUT DEMOCRACY 


Idle Charges Lead to an Investigation of This So- 
Called $1,000,000 Undertaking — This Story 
Reveals the Weakness of Apelike Journalism 


Chicago, June 15.—There has been 
much interest in the photoplay, Democ- 
racy, since it first made its appeal to 
the public in its stock-selling efforts to 
raise the finances with which to make 
the picture. That is natural. 


The position of The Billboard in 
these affairs is well understood. We 
do not allow our pages to be used for 
the purpose of selling stock in any 
sort of venture. But we do recognize 
that stockholders have a right to re- 
ceive fair and honorable treatment. 
We believe in the square deal. We 
do not think that in the case of 
the Democracy and those interested 
in it that they have had a square 
deal. 


As far as can be learned ‘statements 
of an applicant for a position with the 
company who failed to be appointed 
manager were the basis of the pub- 
lished attacks upon the corporation 
and its president, Lee Francis Lybar- 
ger. Charges were preferred against 
the company and its officers to Secre- 
tary of State Emerson and the same 
were given to The Chicago Tribune and 
appeared in that paper in the form of 


an interview with Assistant Attorney 
General Pruitt, who was instructed to 
look out for the State’s interest in all 
infractions of the Illinois Blue Sky 
Law. 

The Exhibitors’ Herald and Motog- 
raphy played up the story without 
apparently as much as trying to learn 
the facts in the case. It is but fair to 
a company, and any enterprising re- 
porter or publication will willingly seek 
the other side of a story before at- 
tacking a venture where there is more 
than $100,000 of the people’s money 
involved. Safety should precede sen- 
sationalism even if a publication does 
miss a few sales. 

We have investigated the charges 
made against the Democracy Photo- 
play Company and are glad to give our 
readers the following facts in this case. 
We will give official records and as 
far as possible allow the ofes in au- 
thority to speak, beginning with Presi- 
dent Lee Francis Lybarger. Presi- 
dent Lybarger wrote The Billboard as 
follows:

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CHILD LABOR LAWS DEPRIVE — 


MARYLAND OF GOOD SHOWS 


Charles E. Ford, Veteran Theatrical Manager of 
Baltimore, Gives Opinion on Subject in Dis- 
cussing Successes of Past Season and 
Prospects for Next Year 


Baltimore, ‘Md., June 16.—In dis- 
cussing the successes of the past sea- 
son and the prospect for the coming 
season, Charles E. Ford, the veteran 
manager of Ford’s Opera House, ex- 
pressed himself foreefully and logically 
in regard to the State Child Labor 
Laws, which prevent children under 
16 years from appearing on the stage 
in Maryland. 

“TI suppose it is a phase of the child 
labor question,” said Mr. Ford, “but 
it is a very arbitrary mandate, and one 
that shows only a superficial knowl- 
edge of facts. Stage children in good 
productions need neither pity nor the 
protection of the law. In the first 
place the atmosphere of the theater 
is not at all what narrowminded mor- 
alists would have us think it is. Usu- 
ally child actors are accompanied by 
one or both parents, their parts are 
seldom arduous; in fact, they rarely 
eall for any acting at all. The charm 
of a child in a play is its natural 
childishness, and when very little tots 
are used they simply have to be them- 
selves, and it can make very little dif- 
ference to their moral development 
whether they are in a room with three 
walls and an audience for the fourth 
or in an ordinary room in an ordinary 
house.

New Loew Theater 


Proposed for Cleveland To Seat 4,000 
Instead of 2,800 Persons 


Cleveland, O., June 14.—Plans for 
the new theater to be erected in the 
Euclid-East 105th street district of 
this city were being altered this week, 
following the arrival here of Marcus 
Loew himself to inspect the new en- 
terprise of the Marcus Loew Enter- 
prises of Ohio. The chief change, ac- 
cording to Mr. Loew, is that the new 
theater will seat 4,000 persons instead 
of 2,800, as originally planned. While 
here Mr. Loew looked over several 
downtown sites with the intention of 
leasing for theater purposes. No defi- 
nite decision was made on this trip.

My Dear Mr. Wythe—Re the question: “Why 
does the artist use piano?’’ I imagine I know— 
to put over the best that is in him (or her). 

I had fifteen years of it myself, and, if any- 
thing needs “‘nursing’’ by accompaniment, it is 
the “‘banjo,”* with its musica! limitations. 

To reach results we gave up and finally re- 
sorted to carrying a pianist, reluctantly sharing 
the attention of the audience and part of my 
salary. 

An artist (or act) rehearses 2 music number 
for weeks—with some accompanist—studies out 
the business with a mirror, etc., till smoothed 
out, fluently and intelligently. 
how can it be possible for a strange orclestra 
(good, bad, indifferent), with a hasty rehearsal 
of five minutes, to become a member of the act 
and render a perfect performance? 

Do you stop to consider that Eva Tanguay, 
Vesta Tilley and others carry their own musical 
director? And why? To make good the dream 
of an artist and the wish of the manager.

New York, June 14.—Erminie Whitell has 
just returned from France, after serving ten 
months with the Over There Theater League. 
Miss Whitell was in the first entertainment unit 
sent to the American forces. She has played 
in all sectors held by the A. E, F. and has had 
many strange and wonderful experiences while 
entertaining the American troops. 

“‘We left New York on August 5," said Miss 
Whiteli, on being interviewed by a Billboard re- 
porter, ‘‘on the S. S, Rochambeau, as enter- 
tainers for the Over There Theater League, 
with a party of twenty-five people. We carried 
with us about five hundred Poiish soldiers and 
about one thousand Americans. During the 
day we gave continuous performances at one end 
of the boat, and then repeated the same at the 
other end for the soldiers. In the evening we 
entertained the officers and civilians, so we were 
well broken in for the line of work we were to 
do in France by the time we landed there. 

“The first thing) we received upon our artrival 
at Bordeaux was a bread ticket. This was 
absolutely essential, and you could not eat 
bread unless you had a ticket. The bread was 
just about as digestible as the ticket itself—in 
fact some people preferred the ticket. 

“At that time of year the country was beau- 
tiful, and we arrived in Paris with a great idea 
of France. Two air raids were staged for us on 
the night after our arrival: one at 12 and one at 
4, The sirens blew, and when this happens one 
is supposed to dash for the cellar, but we all 
came out onto the balcony and watched the 
performance from reserved seats, The town 
was in darkness, and only the taxi drivers knew 
how to find their way about, and they would 
knock down anything that got in their path. 

“As soon as our Red Cross workers’ permits 
and papers were issued we were sent to General 
Headquarters, playing then to the 26th Division, 
which was moving to the sector of the front in 
Chatillon-sur-Seine. 

“In the first two days we gave fourteen 
sliows a day, starting out at 9 o’eclock in the 
morning with a company of five people and lead. 
ing the American soldiers on their way to the 
front with their heavy packs. All were dis- 
couraged, because they had expected to leave af- 
ter their drive at Chatean-Thierry. so we would 
get out of our automobile and ~peak to the of- 


ficer in command of the troop, and he would 
tell the boys to sling their packs and fall out 
of line. Right there, on the road, the boys 
sitting on their packs, we would give a show, 
then move on to another village until we met 
another troop. We would play on the stone 
garden walls around hospitals; in the windows, 
with the boys down on the road, away below, 
and on big army trucks. On one occasion I 
stood on a soap box on a railroad track that 
the American Engineers were putting thru and 
gave them a show. Then I fell thru it, and 
found out it was a garbage box. 1 was told 
to keep this in the act, for it would make a dig 
hit wherever played. I didn’t! ‘This routine 
we kept up, with variations, for the remainder 
of our stay in France. The officers of the A. FE. 
&. said it was a most necessary form of recrea- 
tion of our boys. The performance would start 
between 7 and 8 p.m. and at 5 o'clock thousands 
of soldiers would pile into the theater and sit 
four hours waiting for the show to commence. 
The boys would even sit on each other's 
shoulders in their eagerness to witness the per- 
formance, 

“The hospitals were very interesting to work 
in, especially the shell shock wards. One Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel said that the entertainers would 
never know how many lives they had saved 
in the shock wards, and explained that shell 
shock was purely a mental affliction, and that 
entertainment was the one great cure for this 
condition. Every entertainer who worked in the 
shell shock rooms saw at least one death while 
entertaining. 

“We have had our share of harrowing expe- 
riences, but I think all of us will come back 
with the knowledge that we have done a little 
good, and I, personally, think that the actors 
in this country will forever be held in high 
esteem by those who witnessed their work in 
France. Since I have come back I have been 
greeted many times by boys who saw our unit, 
The Tricks and Tunes Company, on the other 
side. 

“George W. Perkins, who issued a voluminous 
report of the Y. M. GC. A. work, said that the 
Entertainment Department rated the highest ef 
ficiency of any department of the Y. M. ©. A. 
He said it went over the top 100 per cent.” 

Miss Whitell looks the picture of health, 
and after a short visit to her home in Cleve- 
land will leave for an extended stay in Cuba. 
She will resume her vaudeville engagements in 
this country on her return in the fall,

Dear Mr. Donaldson—The Federal Trades Re- 
lation Commission has terminated its investi- 
gation into vaudeville conditions and affairs. 
After reading the mass of evidence and testi- 
mony as published in The Billboard, to me but 
one fact stands out prominently; that is, the 
actor has no classification in law as to whether 
his endeavor is a trade or a commodity. 

The attorneys for the respondents have verified 
my article written for The Billboard and ap- 
pearing in the issue of February 29, 1914, page 9. 

Much good, patriotic work has been done by 
managers, actors and agents during the war 
period in aiding war bond and war relief drives. 

All have been amenable to draft regulations 
and classified as soldiers and nurses on a war 
basis. In our civil pursuits it is apparent we 
have no classification, 

To make our citzenship 100 per cent, why not 
the manager, actor, agent, editors and proprietors 
of theatrical trades papers make a concerted 
move for a classificution that will remove the 
odium we are stigmatized with?

Telegrams were received, among others, from 
Elsie Ferguson and Elsie Janis, saying that they 
were heart and soul with the Actors’ Equity 
Association, The president announced to the 
meeting that the Hon, William H, Taft had ex- 
pressed his, willingness to officiate as umpire 
between the Actors’ Equity Association and the 
Producing Managers’ Association should the two 
associations feel that he could be of any help 
. " With this in view the president an- 
nounced the intention of the Councll to again 

or wo reach an agreement with the Pro- 
lneing Managers’ Association satisfactory to 
both organizations, 

Since the above was written the president, 
Fruncis Wilson, has introduced Lion. Charles 
Hughes, who has expressed his willingness if he 
could be any service between the two associa- 
tions, to reach a better understanding. And in 
the event of a deadlock between the two asso- 
ciations, he will be very glad to give his services 
as umpire. 

The important object of the meeting was to 
formally impress every member of the Actors’ 
Equity that for the coming season they must 
sign Equity contracts as already approved by the 
association, and work under no other conditions; 
thet no member sign any Equity contract in 
which a change has been made, however im- 
material it may seem, until he has first sub- 
mitted it to the officers of the Actors’ Equity 
Association. If the contract is intact, 
sign it freely and immediately. 

It was announced that should the hope for 
arbitration eventuate with regards to the dis- 
puted points in the suggested contract and the 
arbitration be decided against the Actors’ Equity 
Association, the association would abide by it 
faithfully.

We then received a letter, signed by Claude 
F. Smith, attorney for the Photo Democracy 
Photoplay Company, which sets forth his report 
of its affairs, and it is as follows: 


“President Lybarger has requested that I 
write you, as attorney for the Democracy Photo- 
play Company, giving The Billboard full details 
of the recent happenings with reference to said 
company for the benefit of your readers, some of 
whom we know are stockholders as well as your- 
self 

“This matter was called to my attention late 
Saturday, and I spent the rest of Saturday even- 
‘ng, until 1:30 o’clock Sunday morning, the big 
best part of Sunday, and all Monday in a thoro 
investigation, not only in the hooks of the com- 
pany, but all of its affairs, and from my inves- 
ticntion I have prepared affidavits, which were

With reference to the amount 
of money in the banks I had wires sent to the 
banks, and the amounts shown in these tele- 
grams totaled to a penny the amount shown 
in our trial balance. The money of this com- 
pany has come to it in the following way: All 
stock sold in Ulinois has first had 25 per cent 
commission deducted, and the remaining 75 per 
cent has been deposited either in the Mifflinburg 
Bank of Pennsylvania, or to its credit in the 
First National Bank of Chicago, or the Republic 
Trust Company of Philadelphia, Pa. 

“In my experience, extending over about fif- 
teen years in the law business, I have never seen 
a company that has been organized and operated 
handle the amounts of money that this company 
has done that has been handled as cleanly, as 
honestly and efficiently. All the moneys received 
in the company, as hereintofore set forth, are 
now in these banks, with the exception of ap 
proximately $5,300, which has been spent in fur- 
nishing the office and for the salaries of help, 
stationery and for the carrying on of the 
Preparation of the scenario. You can therefore 
see that the management of the company has 
been very economical. 

“In conclusion permit me to say that in my 
mind and from my investigation there is no 
doubt but that the charges made against this 
company ate absolutely without foundatiun.

ANGEL FACE PREMIERE 


Most Important Opening in Chicago 
This Season 


Chicago, June 16.—The most important open- 
ing in Chicago this season occurred June 8, when 
Victor Herbert personally conducted the premiere 
of his new musical play, Angel Face. At the 
close of the second act he gave a curtain speech 
in tribute t Frederick Stock, of the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, who was present, and made 
some kind remarks about the possibilities of 
Chicago as a producing center, 

Some of the music is better and some is 
lighter than Herbert usually writes. One mel- 
ody, I May Be Your Once-in-a-While, has all 
the earmarks of a season's popular song hit. 
Another song, Why Do They Make Them So 
Beautiful, is destined for equal favor. The or- 
chestra score thruout is typically Herbert in 
style and the singing is all good, but not erx- 
ceptional. ‘Pe most daring innovation in sing- 
ing was the use of three girls’ voices singing 
in three-part harmony. George Lederer evident- 
ly forgot that chorus ladies are selected for size 
and looks only, or else he accidentally found 
three among his supercoryphees who bad un- 
unusual voices. The three girls received real 
and enthusiastic applanse. 

Jack (Jiggs) Donahue. Ada Meade and John 
Young fill up most of the individual time, as- 
sisted by Margaret Zander. Unquestionably 
Donahue is the stage’s greatest master of pan- 
tomimie dancing, for five miutes holding the 
audience with his specialty and giving @ laugh 
every five seconds without speaking a word. 
Meade neither thrills nor fizzles. John 
Young sings well and talks well, and Margaret 
Zander, working as ‘‘Betty,"” uses her baby 
face and charm of voice and manner in a way 
that augurs well for her future. Alan Edwards 
did well the limited duties assigned him, and 
Sarah MecVicker, with the spit curls and grand- 
mother build and face, supplied some laughs. 
The Oakland Sisters contribute a dance specialty 
of little interest, except to emphasize the fact 
that the individual members of the chorus are 
considerably above the average of musical com- 
edy productions. Eyvery girl is capable of speak- 
ing individual lines in an attractive way or doing 
some other specialty and putting it over. 

The staging is well done, lighting good, cos- 
tumes stunning and plot clean and attractive. 
The stage manager comes so far out in the side 
wing that he is in view of the audience most of 
the time, performing what he considers his 
arduous and important duties, bur his noticeable 
presence detracted from the attention of the 
audience, which should have been free to rest 
upon the stage.

No hearing on this either has yet been held, 
but no opposition of any kind is expected. 
The most important resolution acted on so far 
was Resolution No, 117. introduced by President 
FitzPatrick of the White Rats. This was re- 
ferred tu the Committee on Organization, which 


reperte| faverably and in concurrence with 
the resolution to the convention on Friday 
merning. June 1% The secretary of the com- 


mittee, Miss Sarah Convoy, read the resolution, 
which is as follows: By Delegate James William 
Fitzlatrick, of the White Rats Actors’ Union 
of America: 

Whereas, There has been proceecing for some 
time an investigation of vaudeville conditiens 
and of the censpiracy to crush the White Rate 


Actors’ Unien of America, an International 
Vaien affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor, by the Vaurleville Managers’ I’rotec- 


tive Association, a weekly newspaper called 
Variety, the United Booking Offices of America

mony and documentary evidence has revealed a 
state of things and conditions of employment 
almost beyond belief, particularly in regard to 
the commissions and fees extorted from actors 


by the said United Booking Offices and its

ing offices or employment agencies: and, 


Whereas, At a hearing of such conditions he- 
fore the State Labor Roard of Okahoma, the

Whereas, The managers of this conntry 
dominate and control the actors of this coun 
try thrn the said beeking agencies, which they 
own and operate; and, 

Wherens, The said Vaniderille Manazers* 
Protective Association, which is composed of 
the owners and patrons of the said employment 
agencies and the United Booking Offices. has 
repeatedly refused to meet or negetiate with 
or in any way recognize the soid White Rats 
Actors’ Union of America, because the White 
Rats are affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor. in fact over their own signature. in 
public announcements, the Vaudeville Managers’ 
I'rotective Association has announced that the 
affiliation of the White Rats with Organize: 
Labor ‘‘is the sole issue between the Vauderil-e 
Managers and the White Rats" and,

On the resolution being formally moved and 
seccended James William FitzPatrick rose and 
viddresse the convention in qa speech which was 
greeted with much applause. He said: 1 have 
no desire to oppose the recommendation of the 
emmittee, but there is a phase of this question 
which 1 believe the delegates to this convention 
evght to knew. There is a phase which wi!l 
he especially interesting to the delegates who 
were at the Ruffalo convention. I have heen 
informed, and I have seen a document which 
has been cirenlated among the delegates to this 
convention by a gentleman named Deveanx. 
This document purports to be a court finding 
relative to the investieations of the White 
Rats Actors’ Unien during the peried of the 
strike in 117. In order that the convention 
may be made aware of the facts, I would like 
to tell yeu semething about how that legal 
proceedings started’. who financed] it andl what 
its results have been 

Like many other organizations in the trade 
union movement, we have had spies in our or- 
ganization. Among them was a woman known 
as Goldie Pemberton. We knew that this woman, 
upon excellent testimony, was receiving money 
weekly from the managers to go from New York 


to Boston and from Boston to New 
York twice a week to hear what she 


eould hear 


and report to the managers. 
After our strike was called off or sus 
pended the Managers’ Association, thru its 


influence with the bank which held a mortgage 
or note on our clubhouse, induced that bank to 
eall the note, bought the clubhouse thru a 
dummy and pussed it over to the managers’ 
organization, which now occupies it. When thot 
occurrence took place we had an agreement with 
the officials of the bank whereby we were to be 


permitted: to remove from the clubhouse our 
othe furniture and documents. Among these 
documents was the wembership list of our 


organization and a book 
of men ang wemen who had paid the strike 
Ussesstenut. The night that we left the elub- 
house these membership cards were put in trunks 
und sent to me at my home in Waterbury, Conn., 
eutside the State of New York. The book con- 
tuining the names of the men whe had sul 
sribed to the strike levy I teok myself, be- 
cause the one idea the managers had in their 


containing the names 


minds was to secure a list of the members of 
the organization and centinue the universal 
blacklist, which was then in operation from 


me end of this country to the other, and above 
all things to secure the names of the men and 
women who had lived up to their sworn obliga- 
tions and had paid their strike assessments to 
carry on this fight. 

The international heard of the White Rats 
Actors’ Union considereg that it was its highest 
duty at any cost. no Matter what the conse- 
quences might be to them personally or to their 
reputations for honesty, to pretect the members 
of their organization, and, thank Ged, we have 
been able to do it, because the names of the 
members of the White Rats Actors’ Union and the 
names of the men who paid their strike levy 
have never yet reached the possession of the 
menagers to blacklist these men and women out 
of existence. 

Now then, abont two months after this club- 
house was lost this woman brought application 
for an investigation .inte the expenditures of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union during the period 


of the strike, alleging that we had use the 
money to hire singgers. As a matter of fact 


there were no sinzgers, We protested as well as 
we could that this woman was acting in bad 
faith and that this entire legal operation was 
being financed by the managers. When our 
annual report was made ont our accounts were 
examined by a firm of anditors which examines 
the accounts of the Stage Employees’ Organiza- 
tion. Ernst & Ernst, an orgsnization of ac- 
countants which is abore reproach, These 
auditors had in their possession every atom of 
information which had a direct bearing upon 
the examination of our accounts. They ex- 
amined the accounts of the strike fund and 
found there was a balance of something like 
$04. AS soon as the auditors finished the 
examination of the accounts the check vouchers 
were banded back into our possession, and with 
in two weeks after that our office on 54th street 
wos burglarized and those documents stolen. 
When I asked that the matter be put into the 
hands of the police it was decided to wait. be- 
cause we knew that soon or later doen- 
ments wenld turn up, and turn up they hare 
becanse in the anewering affidavit of the woman 
Temberton against our appeal, in her verry 
aifidavit is one of the copies of a document 
h woe stolen in that burglarr. 
We hare succeeded in getting 
Trades Commission to examine into the affairs 
of the Vandeville Managers’ Trotective Asso 
ciation, That investigation and that hearing 
is new closed and we ore awniting the verdict 
the Federal Trade Commission, but dur 
ing the evidence produced in that hearing Pat 
Casey, the business agent fer the Vandeville 
Managers. was on the stend and he was asked 
by the chief counsel fer the Trade Commission. 
Mr. John Walsh, if he knew ansthing about the 
Vemberton investigation. Mr. Casey said: 
“No, sir, T don't." Mr. Walsh sald: ‘“‘Are you 
sure of that?" He said: ‘“Yes."* Then one 
of the lawyers for the cirens interests who were 
defendants in this action brought by the gov- 
ernment said. “Mr Casey, vou can tell all 
yen know about that." And Mr. Casey's mem- 
ory became snddenly refreshed. Mr. Walsh 
said, “De yon still insist that you know noth- 
ing of this Pemberton investigation?’ He sald: 
“Well, Miss Demberton’s atterney visited my 
office—Mr. Sapinsky—and asked me as the busi 
ness representative of the Vandeville Managers’ 
I’retective Asseciation to pay part of the pro- 
ceeds of Miss emberton's action.” Mr. Walsh 
said: “And did you do it?” He said: “I did.” 
Mr. Walsh said: “How much?" And Casey 
answered: ‘‘Twenty-four hundred dollars."* 
The chief objection raised by the referee was 
that Mr. Mountford, our international secretary- 
treasurer, and myself, had diverted the funds of 
the organization to an account in another bank

and that we had not turned up the levy list and 
the list of members of our organization. I 
want to say as far as I am concerned that I 
don't care what the referee or any other court 
official says about my failure to turn up the 
men and women of my organization. The docu- 
ments which were sent to me in Connecticut to 
protect the integrity of my union were sent 
by me two or three months before I was 
subpoenaed to our organization in Chicago, and 
if I bad remembered then, as I know now, that 
there was a fraternal delegate from Japan to 
the A, F, of L. I would have sent the docu- 
ments to Japan to keep them out of the reach 
of the men who wanted to crucify and annihilate 
this labor organization of ours. 

As to the statement that this strike fund 
was diverted by Mr. Mountford and myself to 
our own personal ends. The reason the strike 
fund money was taken from one bank and put 
in another is this: We deposited our money 
in the Mutual Bank in New York, where, un- 
fortunately, the United Booking Offices also e- 
pesit their money, and where we have a few 
thousand dollars the United Booking Offices have 
millions. Every week we were furnished with 
a statement from the bank of the amount «? 
our account in their possession, and nenriy 
every week the statement of that amount wa? 
published in the trade papers which were fight 
ing us, and the reason we knew the leak was 
in the bank was because the statement which 
came from the bank and that which was pub- 
lished by the Vaudeville Managers’ Association 
did not correspond with our bookkeeper'’s arc- 
count. That was one reason, because we didn't 
want the managers to know how much money 
we had to fight them, and I can tell you in 
passing that where it has cost us about $21.000 
to fight this organization with millions back of 
it the managers have already testified on the 
stand that they have spent much over $275,- 
000

The bank held 
and any time they 
have seized the organiza- 


tion's money in their possession. So we de- 
posited it to our péPsenal account We have 
accounted for every penny of it to our organi- 


zation, and we don't presume or intend to ac- 
count for the expenditure of one single, solitary 


penny to Harry De Veanx or any one else ex- 
cept the members of our organization. 

It is a significant fact, gentlemen, that in 
this referee’s court Mr. De Veaux furnished 
many of the documents which were used in 
the attempt to discredit us. It is a further 
significant fact that the documents or books 


pertaining to the history of this organization, 
which were in possession of the managers’ at- 
torney before the Federal Trade Commission— 
these books contained on their front page this 
statement: “This book is the property 
Harry De Veaux."* And for the first 
years Harry De Veaux is now working in the 
theaters controlled and operated by Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Protective Association, 

I make this address, gentlemen and ladies, 
not because J have any desire to defend myself 
against any accusation of dishonesty As long 
as I have succeeded in keeping out of the 
clutches of the managers the names of the men 
and women they wanted to put out of business 
I don't care what any one says, but I do wish 
that the members of this convention who have 
received this document, the referee's report. 
which has not been passed upon by the court. 
I want you delegates to know the true facts and 
to draw your own conclusions. (Applause. 

On the resolution being put it was carried 
unanimously 

The convention adjourned on Friday over Sat- 
turda® to enable the delegates to go to Wash- 
ington, D. C., as a protest against wartime pro- 
hibition on beer and light wines, and will not 
resume its sittings until Monday, June 16, at 
9:30 a.m,

Q. On direct examination you testified that 
you were required to play an extra performance 
on election night at Louisville, and | wish you 
would look at Respondent's Exhibit No. 104 
and state whether the engagement you refer to 
was not the week of November 4, 19127 

A. November 4, 1912. 

Q. Is it not a fact that your contract for 
that engagement provided for an extra perform- 
auce on election night and New Year’s Eve? 

A. No, it did not. 

Q. Are you sure? 

A. I am almost positive, yes. May I explain 
why I am positive? 

Q. Well, you did explain on your direct ex- 
amination, because the man came to you the 
next day? 


A. We were asked by the manager, yes. 
You were booked there on the usual form 


’ of contract used on the Keith Circuit? 


. won 

Q. You were shown by Mr. Walsh, Commis- 
sion’s Exhibit 39, the form of contract used on 
the Keith Circuit, and you testified that in your 
opinion the contract was inequitable. Isn't that 
the form of contract that was used when you 
were booked to play Louisville? 

A. I cannot say as to that, Mr. Goodman, 
It may be, and it may not be. 

Q. Did the other acts on the bill that night 
play the extra performance? 

A. They did, kicking vigorously. 

Q. I didn’t ask you that, Mr. FitzPatrick, 
and I don't expect that sort of an answer from 
you, because you are an intelligent witness. 

A. Well, 1 beg your pardon. 

Q. Look at Respondent’s exhibit No. 104 and 
state whether that Louisville week was not the 
engagement for which you for the first time re- 
ceived $300 a week? 

A. Yes, sir. 

And you continued to receive $300 a week 
for a number of weeks thereafter, did you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did the fact that you played the extra 
performance election night that week enter at 
all into the fact that your salary was raised 
that week? 

A. As a matter of fact it was not raised. 

Q. Well, were you getting $300 the previous 
week, the preceding week? 

A. No, the other week was a tryout. This 
was the first week in which the salary had been 
fixed. 

Q. Mr. FitzPatrick, did you ever receive a 
salary of $300 a week from the time you en- 
tered vaudeville until that Louisville date? 

A. No. 

©. It appears by that exhibit, does it not, 
that your salary ranged prior to that time from 
about $200 to $2507 


A. Yes. That is the reason 1 played the 
election night show, Mr. Goodman, because I 
had all those $300 weeks booked. 

Q. That is what 1 am getting at. Isn’t it a 
fact that there is a falling off of the business 
in vaudeville theaters, all theaters, the day 
before and the day after a holiday, such as 
election day and New Year's Eve? 

i don’t think so; no. 

Q. On that Respondent's Exhibit No. 104 ron 
will find that on October 18, 1909, you played 
Pittsfield for $125, seven weeks thereafter for 
$200. Then you played Erie, Pa., for $175; then 


followed Atlanta, Baltimore, Cleveland and 
other cities at $2007 
A. I think Baltimore was $250. 1 am not 


sure. I would not be positive about that. 

Q. Then Philadelphia $250 and Springfield, 
Mass., $200, and then Boston $250. I ask you 
whether the difference in the salary was not due 
not any change or difference in your act, but 
due to the difference in the population and size 
of the cities? 

A. No, it was not. 

Q. And the price of admission to the theaters? 

A. I don't think it had anything at all to

Q. Isn’t it true that the population of those 
two cities is very different? 

A. I don’t know about the theatrical popu- 
lation. 1 would make a distinction there. 

Q. Do you mean to tell us that the theatical 
population in Springfield, Mass., or in any city 
in the United States is as big as the theatrical 
population of the city of New York? 

. No, no. Respectively for numbers it may 
be, proportionately, I mean. 

Q. Relatively then, relatively speaking, the 
manager of a theater in Springfield whose scale 
of edmission is lower than the manager of a 
theater in Boston or New York or Baltimore 
cannot pay the same salaries, cannot afford to 
pay the same salary that is paid in those larger 
cities, can he? 

A. In some instances he cannot, and in some 
instances be can. It all depends on the salary 
which you get. I don't think, for instance, in 
a town like Springfield Mr. Poli could pay Ethel 
Iarrymore $3.000, but Mr. Poli could pay an 
act which was getting $200 in New York $200 
in Springfield. 

. How many acts does Mr. Poli have to have 
in Springfield? 


A. You mean now or when I played? 

Q. Now. 

A. I cannot tell you now. The policy has 
changed. I think {t is five or six. 


Q. When you played then, how many acts 
per week? 


A. Six. 
Q. Six acts? 
A. Yes 


Q. And there are different kinds of acts nee. 
essary to make up that bill, are there not? 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And as a rule their salaries vary? 
A. Yes, sir 


Q. And altho his bill for that theater may 
be a good bill ft is relatively as good a bill for 
that town as a much more expensive bill would 
be, a good bill in a bigger town? 

No, I don't think so. I don’t think the 
size of the town has anything to do with the 
quality of the bill at all. 

Q. Do yon think thé size of the town has 
anything to do with the amount of salary a 
manager can afford to pay an actor? 

A. I think so in some instances 

. Do you think that the eanacity of the 
theater has anything to do with the «calury 
which a manager can afford to pay an actor? 

0. Oh, obviously. If 2 man only has a en 
pacity of 600 he ennnot ray the same salary as 
a theater which has 6.000, 

Q. And does not that account for the dif- 
ferences which appear? 

A. 1 think so, Mr. Goodman. 
aes In the salaries in Respondent’s Exhibit 

A. No, 1 think not at all. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that two houses being lo- 
cated in the same city, that one might be nn- 
able to afford to pay as much as the other. he 
eanse of the location, the difference in location 
of the two theaters in that city, the capacity of 
the theater and other general business condi- 
tions? 

A. Well. if one theater has a canacity of 
3.500 and does capacity business, and another 
theater has a capacity of 1.200 and does not do 
eapacity business, it is obvions that one man 
does not get the same income from his business, 
but I think there are other considerations that 
enter into it. 

Q. That is it. There are all kinds of con 
siderations that enter into the vandeville hust- 
ness from the manacer’« standpoint as well as 
the actor’s, aren’t there? 

A. 1 think there is only one consideration 
that enters into vaudeville business as far as 
patronage is concerned, and that is the quality 


of the show. I believe where the show is good 
they will go, no matter what the conditions are, 
Q. And if the show is bad they won't, will 


A. No, 

Q. In other words the final judge and arbiter 
in this game is the fellow that pays to go in 
to see the show? 

A. No, 1 don't agree to that either, Mr. 
Goodman, 

Q. How do you account for your statement 
that if the show is gowl they will come, and 
if the show is bad they won't? 


A. I believe there are certain things Intriasic 
in the show which make it a good show, even 
if it does not do good business. I don't believe 
the public 4s the arbiter in many Instances. I 
think it is the question of passing the buck to 
the public in a great many instances. If the 
public in any one particular theater continues 
to be displeased week in and week out— 

A. They don't go. 

Q. They won't go, will they? 

A. No, 


Q. And the manager will have to shut down 
or find seme other means of earning a living, 
won't he? 


A. Yes, 
Q. That is just natural? 
A. Yes. 


Q. In that business or any other business? 
A. Yes, 


Q. Any man who sold bad goods continuously 
would soon find his patronage would fall off? 

A. But if there happens to be only one thea- 
ter in a town yon can give the public what 
you like. I have that instance in my own town. 

Q. There is only one theater in your town? 

A. No There was one vandeville theater, 
and if you wanted to go to vaudeville you had 
to go to that show.

A. For six or seven or eight years. There 
never bas been any competition in Waterbury.

Q. Is there any smal] time vaudeville in 


A. That is about the smallest small time 
there is, I think. 
Any legitimate theaters in Waterbury? 
A. Mr. Poli occasionally plays a legitimate 
attraction in the vaudeville theater. 
. Tell us how many amusement places 
there are in Waterbury all told 
A. There is the Jacques Opera House, which 
is the burlesque theater. There is the Strand 
Theater, a motion picture theater which for the 
first time is playing stock this season, this 
summer. There is the Poli Theater on East 
Main street, which is a vaudeville theater 
playing an occasional dramatic attraction. There 
is the Garden Theater on East Main street, a 
pictnre theater. And there are about half a 
dozen other motion picture theaters in Water- 
bury whose names I cannot remember, 
How many of these theaters were in 
Waterbury when you were connected with Poll’s 
in Waterbury in 1906 or 077

000 and 125,000 now, or was during the war 
There is a constant exodus now on account of 
munition plants closing and it is probably less 
than a hundred thousand. 

Q. Isn't there any limit to the amount of 
amusement places that can successfuly operate 
in a city of 100,000 population, in your judg- 
ment?

Doesn't this condition enter into the 
Salary of an actor, the fact that he may be 
considerably more popular in one city or locality 
than another? for example, you being well 
known in Waterbury would be worth more to the 
managemeut of a theater in Waternury than you 
would be in Camden, wouldn't you? 


A. I thought so, but Mr. Poli did not think 
so.

J wanted a certain amount of money by 
reason of the fact that I was a drawing power 
and he would not pey me, 

Q. Lewk at this statement, Respondents’ Ev- 
hibit 104, and state whether you did not get 
more in Waterbury than you got in Camden? 

A. Because Camden was not—

. Why can't you? 

- No, I cannot, because if I answer the 
question the way you want to have me, | won't 
be stating what are the literal facts. 

Q. Didn't you get $125 in Camden?

Evelyn Cunningham, a captivating little 
blonde, in pink, sure did make a hit with Come 
on, Papa, after which the comics entered, even- 
ing-dressed, and put up a fast and funny dialog 
with the three feminine principals. 

The banquet at the Suffragettes’ Club, with 
Pat Kearney as instructor, gave Wild an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate the art of making love 
according to owl rules, 

The moving picture studio scene gave the 
principals the material with which to make 
merry and get the laughs. 

A cross-wire phony talk between Wild and 
Morrissey evoked much laughter. 

The appearance of Ben Welch in Hebrew 
characterization, with his monologistic patter, 
with a quick change to Italian, put over a big 
time vaudeville specialty.

Editor of The Billboard: 

“Either be or I are lying’? misquotes ‘Mr, 
Mountford from my last letter, as usual omitting 
the essential word. 

“Either he or I am lying or mistaken” is 
what I said. 

He again misquotes, as follows: ‘‘He states 
thet what he refers to may not have been 
White Rat Bonds.”’ 

What I said was: ‘‘Whether they were Club 
Tiouse Bonds, Elmira Theater, or other bonds 
Within the White Rats, they were still White 
Rat Bonds.”’ 

All of which sprang from my stating that sev- 
eral years ago 1 heard Mr, Mountford, at a 
White Rats’ meeting at the old Clubhouse over 
Churchill's, explain, in answer to a question 
from some one in tlhe meeting, that certain 
bonds under discussion were ‘*gold’’ bonds, 

To which he replied that only one kind of 
bonds were ever issued by the White Kats, 
those being White Rats Realty Bonds, known 
as gold bonds, and that he never heard them 
ciscussed or mentioned while be was in the or- 
ganization. That he left before tuey were in ex- 
istence., 

Te which I replied, as above, that one of us 
is either lying or mistaken, that I was not 
lying or mistaken, that I did not think Mr. 
Mountford was lying. I1 thought he was mis- 
taken, because no man can get away witb a lie 
about an occurrence which happened among a 
roomful of men, even tho the occurrence dates 
years back, For some of them are living, and 
some of them remember it. Such things are 
remembered, even by those whose lives are not 
sufficiently a conspiracy as to justif¢ the con- 
stant carrying of a dictaphone, a phonograph 
of a cameraman, 

The truth comes out eventually. For instance, 
under date of June 12, 1911, Mr. Mountford pub- 
lished, editoria'ly and in capitals, the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Mr. Nugent is not a White Rat, Both 
he and owe money to the White 
Rats Actors’ Union,"’ 

Under date of June 17, 1911, I’ published my 
paidup card and the never-questioned statement 
that 1 did not and never had owed money to 
the White Rats. And altho Mr. Mountford was 
never manly enough or frank enough to publish 
an acknowledgment or apology for his misstate- 
ment and allowed me, so far as he was con- 
cerned, to rest ali these years under those un- 
founded charges, still no one believed them and 
no one was in the least deceived. This was not 
fair—it was not honest. Such a course does not 
beget confidence 

So that Mr. Mountford’s condemnation or en- 
dorsement has come to mean nothing. When I 
told him—in 1911—to prove to me that be was 
not ‘“‘tricky,’’ and I would be the best friend 
he had in America, I was more disappointed, for 
his sake, in his failure to do so than he can 
imagine. 1 had thought him above those who, 
failing to destroy the argument of an opponent. 
tried to destroy the opponent. I have given 
him several chances since to make these apolo- 
gies, but he has failed, and his failure to be 
frank and honest, rather than tricky and in- 
volved, is to my mind “‘Mountfordism" incar- 
nate, 

In money matters I think he is honest. As he 
should be. ‘There is no premium upon honesty 
and most people do not find it necessary to pro 
test it unceasingliy with the blare of trumpets. 
Nor have I the slightest personal feeling one 
way or the other regarding the gentleman. As 
he says it does not all amount to one whiff 
of bis well-known cigaret. It is simply that 
I consider his vaudeville ideas basically wrong 
and his method of trying to enforce them by 
veiled threats, scare heads, innuendo, battles of 
hate, implacable enmities, long-winded, irrele- 
vant quotations, answering dummy letters, such 
as the absurd ‘J, C. N,"’ letter, and other melo- 
dramatic grandstanding rot as un-American and 
destructive 

Destructive, because tending to destroy the 
sanctity of signature in a business based upon 
the sanctity of signature. Destructive, because 
aimed at the foundations of a business which 
it has taken over thirty years to build up. De- 
structive to the career of many a trusting and 
deluded performer. 

I dislike particularly bis dust-throwing meth- 
ods when caught at some silly publicity stunt 
like the aforesaid “J. C. N."" thing. His chang- 
ing the subject and fastening upon some irrele- 
vant point. hoping that his failure to reach his 
last objective will pass unnoticed. 

His commands, laying down of conditions— 
announcing which items shall be discussed—di- 
recting that one ‘‘confine’’ oneself to this or 
that, and other funny assumptions of authority, 
I pass over with the suggestion that he reserve 
these for his six-dollar satellites, if such there 
be. In anything which concerns me I will lay 
down the conditions, or assist therein—if I may 
say so. 

He says that he wishes to prove that he can 
be trusted and I cannot. Which is quite natural. 
Only he. as usual, labors under a sense of un- 
due responsibility in this so far as I am con- 
cerned. After twelve years in the American 
dramatic profession and nineteen in American 
vaudeville that verdict scarcely rests with him. 
Incidentally to relieve his wind I may remind 
him tuat I have asked no one to trust me either 
as to views or dues. I have asked no 
one’s dues—no salaried office—and my views 
must stand for themselves. Moreover, I 
rather prefer that a certain element should trust 
Mr. Mountford’s views again. They have done 
so before, against my advice, with what result 
they best know. But the new vaudeville crop 
may be due for another bump. It generally is. 
It i6 part of their education. It assists in teach 
ing them that after they have failed to remake 
the business the big thing is to learn to wake 
good on the stage. 

And still I think Mr. Mountford is mistaken— 
not lying—about the White Rats Bond matter. 
If Iedid not think so, his assuming the burden 
of proving that I am lying would acquit me 
of the res, onsibility of answering any more the 
qnestions which I have already patiently an- 
swered twice over. I have told him plainly 
what I remember as having occurred. I have 
told him who were present. -I will add that I 
do not remember the date, but that I know it 
was before the date he gives as the organiza- 
tion of the Realty Company. It was during the 
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time, perhaps, that he says the bonds were 
never spoken of. He was not in the chair, but 
was standing somewhere back of whoever was 
in the chair, who was also standing, and he was 
fussing with some papers. Among those whom 
Il have mentioned as being present was one with 
whom 1 walked out of the meeting that night 
and walked all the way to the Wallick Hotel. 
It may then have been the Cadillac. The mem- 
ber with whom I walked is still living, and af- 
terward invested heavily, 1 understand, in these 
bonds. During the walk, at his request, I ex- 
plained to him, to the best of my ability, that 
‘gold’? bonds meant redeemable in gold. Also 
the general nature of bonds and of common and 
preferred stock. Also the necessity of suf- 
ficient and proper underlying securities for 
bonds. | illustrated it by supposing that he and 
Il were to finance and build a railroad. We 
ended our walk in my soom at the Wallick, 
Where I read part of a play to him. So that 
there is every reason that he should remember 
it, which should amply prove that the bonds 
were spoken of and discussed at that time. I 
had a similar conversation at or about that time 
with another prominent member, who after- 
ward went to Australia, but who is now back 
in this country. I asked him particularly what 
trust company handled the bonds. I think he 
said the Columbia Trust Company. I asked if 
they guaranteed them. He was not sure on this 
point, but he bas known me since the beginning 
of the original White Rats, was instrumental in 
my first joining it in 1900 or before, and while 
I refused to draw the name of anyone into a 
controversy of this sort there is no reason that 
these two men, and many others, cannot at least 
remember the discussion of these bonds in Mr. 
Mountferd’s presence during the period of his 
connection with the organization. Some one of 
them may refresh his memory or he may not, 
but those are, nevertheless, the facts, to the 
best of my knowledge, belief and memory, and 
if such is not the case I sincerely hope that I 
shall have been denied the sweet privilege of 
living ere this letter shall reach tne mail box. 
Now, Mr. Mountford, after eight years to the 
day 1 am again giving you a chance to be frank 


yer—we are all with you. You have done your 
bit as the men in the service did theirs—we 
ean't all fight. But all of us appreciate a little 
music and comedy,

THE SERPENT IN THE HOUSE 


The conditions of the old days in Vaudeville, amongst the Vaudeville actors, will be news to many 
of the recent recruits to its ranks. 


In the olden days and not so many years ago, fifteen, sixteen or twenty years ago, Vaudeville actors 
were brothers. 


There was a spirit of camaraderie, friendliness and helpfulness among them. They 
showed each other tricks, they taught each other dances, they gave each other gags, they 
wrote each other’s acts and there was a sturdy spirit of honesty and of respect for each other’s 
material. 


One actor went out of his way in a theatre to book another actor. One actor would actually say 
kind words about another actor and admit that other actors were good, intelligent and clever artists. Then, 
on a Monday night, each one was for the show, not for himself. 


But now the actors stand around on a Monday night watching each other’s performance, not to see 
the hit the show makes, but in the expectation and hope that every other act will “flop.” 


Very few actors have a good word for any other actor. Very few actors will admit that any other act 
ought to be on the bill. Every actor’s hand is against every other actor’s, and knocks, criticisms and scan- 
dal are their daily and nightly meal. 


There must have been some cause that brought this about. It was not the growth of the profession, 
it was not the keenness of competition, for competition has long been nonexistent in the Vaudeville profes- 
sion. 


It is not part of the actor’s mentality, it is not inherent in the psychology of the Vaudeville Artist. 
It has come from some outside inimical source. 


The seed has been planted and watered. The baby plant has been nurtured and brought to its pres- 
ent upas tree destroying effect by some alien and foreign foe. 


That alien and foreign foe, that enemy of the Vaudeville business, is the Green sheet, known as 
“Variety.” 


IT IS THIS PAPER WHICH HAS TAUGHT THE ACTORS TO HATE EACH OTHER, TO CRITI- 
CISE EACH OTHER, TO ROAST EACH OTHER AND TO BE ENVIOUS AND JEALOUS OF EACH 
OTHER. 


Since this paper was started its practice has been to recklessly, spitefully and ceaselessly criticise 
and roast. This idea, the idea which has been carried out to this day, is to disseminate all the scandal 
about actors, never to say anything good about them and to teach actors to like criticism and roasts and 
ill-feelings of their brother artists as a daily diet. 


To educate the minds and brains of the actors to look for Flaws and not Perfection, to look for 
Ugliness and not for Beauty and to look for Failure and not Success, and by these means sell our paper 
Variety to the Actors and fill our pouch with actors’ money. 


The whole course of this paper, its varied existence, its constant attacks, first on one actorand thenon 
another, then on one manager and then on another, all go to prove that this paper cares nothing for the 
welfare of the Vaudeville or allied professions, cares nothing for the prosperity of the managers, cares 
nothing for the success of the vaudeville actor, as long as it can sell its papers. 


Does it not come well within the description of what has been called the “Reptile Press?” 


Variety’s instructions to its critics in the chief towns of this country are: “Pick out 
one good act a week and roast it so that the other actors will buy it and read the nasty things 
we say about other actors.” 


And it has carried out this policy successfully. According to the columns of Variety, no man in this 
profession ever had an honest thought, ever had a good idea or a good act, or ever did a bit of good (un- 
less he paid Variety for it). 


Messrs. Albee, Murdock, Goodman, Loew, Pantages, William Morris, at one time or another, have 
been vilified and attacked, not only in their public capacity, but in their private life and other business. 


These attacks suddenly ceased. Did they buy space? If not, what was the cause of the reversal of 
policy? 


On the other hand, George Fuller Golden, Fred Niblo, George Monroe, Junie McCree, Edward Clark, 
James William FitzPatrick and myself, have been accused of every crime on the calendar, up to murder. 
All with the thought to make the foolish actor buy its papers. 


In the moving picture profession, Paramount, The Artcraft, Famous Players, Metro, William Fox, 
Mary Pickford, Charlie Chaplin, Douglas Fairbanks, Nazimova, all at one time or other have been the 
object of equally scurrilous attacks. These attacks likewise ceased. Did they buy space? 

I need not deal at length here as to how Variety gets its advertisers. Everyone knows that while its 
critic is in the front of the theatre its advertising solicitor is at the back in the dressing room. Everyone 
knows that notices in this paper can be purchased with advertisements. Everyone knows that its edi- 


torial policy is controlled by the mighty dollar (even by the nimble nickel), and so I need not labor on that 
point at length to the actor. 


If the Vaudeville artists of this country hope that some day they will be regarded by the public as 
real artists, to be received by all men and women on the plane on which they really belong, then they must 
get all poison, malice and envy out of their systems. 


If, then, the practice of Variety is to instil ill will, criticism and envy, is it not the worst enemy to 
vaudeville, and is it deserving of the support, financial, moral or otherwise, of the actors of the country? 


Let us get away from the influence of Variety. . 
Let us get back to the days when actors gloried in the success of the show on Monday night. 
Let us return to the state of mind when actors helped each other. 


Let us get a class conscious feeling that we are actors, and, as actors should and must, stand to- 
gether, and that anyone who for the sake of gain attacks one of us attacks all of us. 


In the writer’s opinion there are many dangers that surround and infest the vaudeville 
profession at the present time, but the greatest of these is Variety. 


I urge you to shun it, avoid it, warn others of it as you would of a Serpent in the House.

MONTE CARTER CO. 


Now in Third Year in Seattle 


Musical Comedy Organization 
Has Scored a Wonderful Suc- 
cess—Turns “‘Jinx’’ Thea- 
ter Into Paying House 


Seattle, June 14.—The Monte Carter Musical 
Comedy Company is now in its second year at 
the Oak Theater, and in the third year in this 
city, having played the old Pantages showshop 
for nine months prior to that building being 
changed into a business block. Mr. Carter has 
made of the present Oak Theater, where laughter 
is the stock in trade, a successful business, 
putronized by the best elements of the show- 
going public. In March, 1918, he took over the 
Tivoli Theater, a playhouse, from every exit 
and window of which jeered a ‘‘jinx’’ of im- 
Placably wretched disposition, and has, under 
the name Oak, turned it into a source of revenue 
such as a regular Monte Cristo, with Monte 
Cristo habits of prodigality, might covet. 

Cleanliness and industry are two qualities 
paramount to permanent success in musical 
comedy productions, according to Mr. Carter. 
He doesn’t believe in the ‘‘tag’’ type of produc 
tions, and says that he wouldn’t run a show that 
he could not take his mother to see. Wardrobe 
is another big feature here, and this organization 
now has a chorus wardrobe valued at $10,000.

Monte spends his 
afternoons at the ball park, and he is not the 
only fan in the organization either. Many of 
the players have been with the organization 
during its long run in this city, both as to prin- 
cipals and chorus.

Hill, Majel Gardner, Robert Lorenzo, Garret 
Price, Al Hallet, Lou Davis and a chorus of 
twelve.

The boys are look- 
ing forward with the keenest pleasure to these 
outings, which each week will be arranged for 
the seriously wounded boys only at different 
estates within easy motoring distance from New 
York. 

The Stage Women’s War Relief Home Town 
Paper Bureau is fast becoming an institution. 
The demands made upon the blue-robed dis- 
tributers are legion and they are never tired of 
watching the delighted smile appear on the 
pale faces when the little stack of “home pa- 
pers’’ comes into view. An amusing thing hap- 
pened at the Polyclinte the other day which will 
show how much the papers really mean to some 
of them.

The war relief, which ranks third among all 
war organizations, has never asked for money— 
it has always given. The Stage Women’s War 
Relief bas never received monetary aid from the 
government.

~ond they have been many—have always been 
for someone else, and it has never given a 
benefit for itself. The fact that- the stage 
women have kept sufficient money in the treas- 
ury to carry on a work, the magnitude of which 
has attracted the admiration of the entire 
world, is due to two facts. Their “‘hunches”’ 
have been nothing short of real inspiration— 
they have had big ideas and have marketed 
those ideas, and thelr best good fortune has 
never been better than their good friends.

Sue MacManamy did ex- 
cellent work as Ruth, who had not been able to 
withstand the attentions of Albert Weaver, 
the slacker, after she had heard that her 
soldier lover had died in one of the German 
prisons, and her genuine remorse when Douglas 
discovered her duplicity was appealing in its 
naturalness. Charles Abbe, as Jefferson Adams, 
the old G, A. R. veteran, presented an excellent 
character study. Percy Helton, as the younger 
brother of the returned hero, gave a really art- 
istic portrayal of a difficult role, and all the 
other members of the cast did so well in their 
respective parts that it is hardly fair to single 
out any one for special mention.

Degree Conferred by Columbia Univer-

I remember years ago being one of a large 
number of people who had gathered together to 
confer their congratulations on Henry Irving 
immediately after he had received the honor of 
knighthood. I believe it was the first time that 
any such honor had been conferred upon an actor, 
and he got up to speak his acknowledgment. I 
remember wondering how he felt. And I think 
perhaps I know now. He probably felt desper- 
ately happy at having received his honor and 
desperately miserable at having to get up and 
say how happy he felt. 

Now, that knighthood conferred upon Henry 
Irving did a great deal of good to the British 
government, Many actor-managers became keen 
in the pursuit of the same honor. It was, un 
doubtedly, a great incentive to them to main- 
tain a high standard. And so the honor which 
this university has conferred upon me today is 
one that may well be coveted by any member 
of my profession, and it is my earnest belief 
that this graceful act of Columbia will be more 
far-reaching in its influence upon the stage than 
the most earnest effort of any one individual 
eould be. And I should like to express, as a 
particular reason for my gratification on being 
associated with this university, the fact of its 
connection with the illustrious Alexander Ham- 
ilton, for whom I have so great an admiration, 
an admiration as great as that which you, Mr. 
President, expressed a year ago today in this 
very room. 

I have delved into his most intimate cor- 
respondence, not as deep'y as you have nor with 
s0 complete an understanding. But it is per- 
haps equally true that you have never stood 
outside here and counted the buttons on his 
coat, or you have never borrowed the buttons of 
his shoes and worn them on your own, or you 
have probably never worn a lock of his hair 
encased in one of his very own scarfpins that 
once was worn in his necktie. 

€ have developed a very special regard and 
interest in every step which he took in his ex- 
traordinarily rapid advance thru the great crowd 
of men which he was destined to meet. I think it 


® impossible to make a close study of the life of 


Hamilton without feeling for him great affec- 
tion. And so I am very proud to be associated 
with Hamilton’s own college. 

It was my intention, gentlemen, to seize this 
opportunity to express some of my views upon 
the drama, but I asked an old friend of mine, 
who is also a friend of yours, a highly respected 
member of the faculty, who has been present at 
very many of these historic conventions, I asked 
him, in view of his past experiences, what he 
thought I ought to say on this occasion, and 
his reply was far more helpful to you than to 
me. He said: ‘‘Well, whatever you say, George, 
make it short.”’ 

Now that advice I am endeavoring to keep in 
mind, but it occurred to me that I might never 
again have an opportunity of addressing in one 
audience a body of men who have the power and 
influence of minds and habits over so great a 
number of the rising generation as this. And 
«so I am going to say just exactly what my old 
friend was afraid I would say. I am going to ask 
you to always remember the great power of the 
spoken drama, a greater power now than ever, a 
greater power, perhaps, than any institution we 
have. I ask you not to lightly pass over your 
considerations of the stage, but rather to regard 
it as a valuable ally in molding the character 
of your students, no matter what course of 
study they may pursue. 


Since the theater is a part of the life of al- 
most every student of this university, I would 


venture to suggest that you make yourselves 
acquainted with what is being presented in your 
playhouses, and that you should say a word of 
approbation for the worthy play. ‘There is a 
class of people today who never go anywhere 
except te the movies. To me that is a farce. 
There are men and women of sixteen to eighteen 
years of age who have never seen the spoken 
drama who will spend hours a day at the mov- 
ies. I have nothing to say against this primitive 
form of entertainment, taken temperately, but 
I believe the movies tend to stultify the better 
qualities. ~ 


There is another class, a large class, which 
it is possible you know nothing about, a class 
that goes almost exclusively to the cheap bur- 
lesque houses. YI don't mean the musical com- 
edies. They are more or less legitimate and a 
more or less necessary form of entertainment. 
I mean the cheaper burlesque houses, the kind of 
show that is pictorially advertised under such 
titles as the Twenty Decollete Ladies. The only 
possible recommendation for them is that they 


were not really twenty,

tempt the really good play, when we may see

Asset or Liability to the Equity? 


The publicity lavished upon the Actors’ 
Equity Association for a few brief days by 
the secular press brought Mr. Francis Wilson, 
its president, into the limelight, and once more 
Tevived discussion of the much movted question 
of the wisdom of his leadership. 

He has no Opponents in the association. He 
was elected unanimously again this last time. 
His sincerity and devotion are not «questioned 
and his intellectual honesty is above suspicion, 
but nevertheless many of his most ardent ad- 
mirers bewail the fact that he heads the or- 
ganization. 

They are again pointing out the fact that he 
is generally thought to be a millionaire and that 
he is the poorest possible choice the actors 
could name to voice their complaints about 
conditions. Customs and usage as they obtain 
in the theater have surely not been insuperable 
or even unkind to him, they asseverate, and 
no amount of argument will camouflage the fact. 
He personally has little or nothing to kick 
about, ete., ete., ete. 

On the other hand, eqnally wise and ob- 
servant members of the organization point out 
that he is not self-seeking, that it is most 
fortunate that he is independent. because he 
might not otherwise be able to give so freely 
of his time, attention and means, and to incur 
managerial antagonism so fearlessly. 

They also claim that dramatic actors, espe- 
cially those that have arrived. have scant in- 
terest in organization and little inclination to 
study the principles and laws underlying effort 
of this nature, but that Mr. Wilson is a great 
student, an erndite investigator. an able or- 
ganizer and a natural leader. This class con- 
tends that he is the one man in ten thousand 
for the place—the only one that could possibly 
fill it acceptably and with credit to its fol- 
lowers. 

Neither faction criticises his conduct of his 
office. On the other hand there are parties in 
both camps that disagree with his labor lean- 
ings. 

Inconsequential and harmless as the discus- 
sion is with the profession, however, actors 
should bear in mind that it is not confined 
thereto, but is taken up by outsiders and dis- 
torted, magnified and twisted to serve this 
purpose and that and becomes a very mis- 
chievious agency. 

At best such talk is idle.

INVESTIGATION POSSIBLE 


It is rumored the production, Pretty Soft, 
was taken off at the very earnest and pers!stent 
request of the authorities charged with safe- 
guarding the morals of the theatergoing pub- 
lic. The last has not been heard on that subject 
yet. : 

Our authority for this statement rests on 2 
little by-play that occurred on an examination 
of License Commissioner Gilchrist at the Te- 
cent hearing in the Federal District Court be- 
fore Judge Learned Hand. 

We understand there is to be a very thoro 
scrutiny of the stage to be conducted by an as- 
sistant district attorney specially appointed by 
Mr. Swann for this purpose. 

This young investigator will make a very 
thoro study of the question as to what exent 
public decency. in the legal sense of the word, 
is flouted by certain plays that run to undress 
in female roles. 

It is expected that the assistant district at- 
torney who is charged with this somewhat deli- 
cate censorial task will call to his aid experts 
on the legal as well as the theatrical tefinition 
and interpretation of public decency. 

One of the impelling reasons for this proced- 
ure on the part of the public prosecutor is to 
be found in the reports which rural visitors to 
the city spread about the shocking immorality 
of the Babyqn on the shores of the Hudson. . 

It is a well-known fact that the average resi- 
dent of New York City is little interested in 
these legalized displays of nudity. The demand 
for **ese Oriental exhibitions is created by the 
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out of town visitor, who comes here with lots 
of money to spend and eager to throw off the 
restraints which his neighbors’ opinion imposes 
on bim at home. In this respect New York is 
not unlike Paris, which has the reputation of 
being wicked. As a matter of fact the old na- 
tive Parisians are a sober, home-loving sort of 
people who look with amused contempt at the 
foolish antics of the Mont Martre habitues. 

The tourists and sightseers who go to Paris 
to spend their time in what is supposed to be 
the haunts of the demi-monde have given rise 
to many amusing French farces.

Our out of town members are reminded that 
it 1s sometimes practically impossible to push 
their cases in a court of law. Here is a 
specific instance: A member signed a contract 
then a ‘Kansas City agent and went with a com- 
pany which disbanded in El Paso, Texas, with- 
out paying salaries. The manager remained 
there and our member returned to his home 
in Missouri, while the financial backer and re- 
sponsible party lives in Douglas, Ariz. The 
only place where suit could be brought against 
the moneyed person is Arizona, and the ex- 
pense of going there and bringing witnesses 
would be prohibitive. Bit—and here is the 
point—if all or the great majority of 
them, would only join the association its power 
would be so great that no one who desired to 
again conduct theatrical enterprises would dare 
to owe actors money for salaries, His name would 
be reported and our members “informed that 
none could act under his management until the 
indebtedness had been wiped out. 

During the past week we have had the pleasure 
of collecting for one of our members $1,100. 
The case was about two years old and con- 
cerned a guaranteed number of weeks, which 
had not been given. 

A very letter has been received 
from an earnest member, who states that some 
of the little musical comedy stock companies 
out West are forced to play five performances 
on Saturdays and Sundays, and that they also 
work under a contract which compels them to 
pay their own transportation home. This seems 
to us like hard labor, and we should be very 
pleased indeed to receive further information on 
the subject. 

A good many false reports have been issued 
recently about our aims and motives, and some 
of the denials which we have sent to the press 
have been disregarded. This is not surprising 
when one remembers that the managers pay 
thousands of dollars every year to the news- 
papers for advertising, whereas all the actor 
pays is a few cents each day to read the news,

Doctor H. A. Waggener is one of those fine 
democratic souls who lives for his hobby. He 
has gotten together a bunch of saxophone play- 
ers that are second to none, and while they are 
all business men and their wives are continu- 
ally admonishing them to be careful and not let 
their saxophones interfere with their business, 
nevertheless their motto is ‘‘Don’t let business 
interfere with your saxophone.”’ This much 
gives the reader some insight to ‘‘Doc’’ Wag- 
gener’s nature—to make it plainer, will say he 
is a regular fellow, and being a regular fel- 
low and a regular saxophonist you would natur- 
ally expect regular fellows to flock together, 
and they do. 

Witness the brotherly affection between Dr. 
Waggener and Tom Brown, who you all know 
is a regular. This saxophonic friendship lead 
Waggener to go scouting for the original saxo- 
phene and after he found it he does the clever 
Damon and Pythias act by presenting it to Tom 
Brown, because he believes Tom to be the 
logical man to own it. So Tom Brown, man- 
ager of the famous Six Brown Brothers’ Clown 
Band, which has been featured with Fred Stone's 
Jack-o’-Lantern Company, is now the owner of 
what is said to be the first saxophone ever per- 
fected. In a letter to Tom the doctor wrote: 
*‘Inclosed please find an affidavit regarding the 
history of the saxophone sent you yesterday by 
express. I hope it arrived in good condition and 
that you accept it as a LUttle token of my 
esteem and friendship.” 


Here is a part of the affidavit sworn to by 
Olaf E. Pedersen: ‘‘Regarding this Bb soprano 
saxophone made by Adolph Sax, Paris, France. 
This saxophone is about 75 years old. It was 
brought from Paris by the musical director of 
the Royal Norwegian Band and used by me 
for years in the band and orchestra. I played 
this saxophone many times before King Oscar 
Il. He was a great admirer of the saxophone. 
I used this instrument in the orchestra of the 


National Theater for many years, playing most- 
ly English horn parts, also obbligatos with the 
prima donnas. When I came to America thirty 
years ago I purchased this instrument from the 
Norwegian Government. It has been in my pos- 
session up until the present time, and I am now 
disposing of it to Dr. H, A, Waggener of this 
city (Omaha).”’ 

The invincible Tom says: ‘It is the finest 
playing instrument yet today I have ever played 
on.’” He says it is in more perfect tune than 
any modern instrument, but the key action is 
not so perfect. Notwithstanding the fact that 
be has always been prejudiced against the so- 
prano he intends using this old instrument in- 
stead of his Eb alto in making all his new 
phonograph records. Tom went into ecstasies 
telling The Billboard man about it. ‘“‘Why, 
man, a fellow can attack a tone as softly as 
a violin and increase the tone to fortissimo 
without a waver, I never saw such a sensitive 
little thing in my life. It has Adolph Sax’'s 
name engraved on the bell, and, the funny thing 
about it, it is in low pitch.”’ 


Not long ago Dr. Waggener decided to put 
on a show for the Knights of the Ak-Sar-Ben, 
and he wanted the Six Brown Brothers’ Saxo- 
phone act as a feature, so Tommy sent him 
costumes and music and Waggener rehearsed 
his bunch of local saxophonists until he almost 
had ‘em overtrained in their respective parts. 
Then Tom made a little Jump all the way from 
Broadway to Omaha, the Western metropolis, 
in order to lead them in person. The act was 
an exact duplicate of the act which Tom has 
been doing for the past two years, and it 
stirred this swarm of Omaha bees as they were 
never stirred before. When this big stunt was 
put on the Omaha papers gare it much space 
and liberal notice. The Bee said: ‘‘Let there 
be no spoofing about this matter. Tom Brown is 
the only and original Tom, and appeared here 
two years ago with Montgomery and Stone in 
Chin Chin. He recently closed with Jack~’- 
Lantern in New York and came out here to 
help his college pal, Doc H, A. Waggener, who 
is head of an amateur saxophone mob, includ- 
ing Messrs, Bovelle, Pederson, Cresik, Moriarl- 
ty, Sanford, Alexander and Dr. Wigton.” 


What was the result? More Ak-Sar-Ben 
Knights on the first register than ever secured 
in an entire season before—number 3,141. 

The Den was jammed to capacity, and the last 
membership card registered means that there 
were more Ak-Sar-Ben Knights on the first reg- 
ister of this year than were ever secured in any 
other entire season—and indicates that the 5,000 
mark will undoubtedly be reached by fall. 

“I have been mixed up in professional stage- 
craft for a long time,’ said Tom, after the 
Omaha show, “but if anyone had told me that 
a gang of business men could get together and 
put on a show like that without professional as- 
sistance I would have called him a pipe dream- 
er. I will remember Ak-Sar-Ben as long as I 
live.”’

Q. When you had this trouble, the first 


trouble you had was over here in Brooklyn? 

. The first trouble I ever had after I quit 
the agency business with the United Booking 
Offices was at the Prospect in Brooklyn. 

Q. Did you go to see the United Booking 
Office or the United Booking Offices in refer- 
ence to it? 
Yes. 


Q. Who did you go to see? 

A. First of all, after that trouble, I asked 
my agent to release me, and he would not even 
do that.

What else do you want the Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association to de in your case, 
to satisfy your case? 

A. They should take the matter up after the 
case has been threshed out, to be any good to 
the actors, as probably it was intended to be 
done—whoever put it up there—Mr. Albee, I 
think, started it—the result of the case should 
have been made known to the booking managers:

they have in my case. 

Q. How do you know that the result of this 
decision was not given to the booking managers? 

A. According to the letter that I got from 
Mr. Albee it is very evident that my case was 
not made known to them. Otherwise they would 
Rot call me unreliable, because I have been in 
the business for a long time, and they would 
not call mo unreliable if they knew the result 
of that investigation was in my favor. 

Mr. Walsh: May I interject a question? 

Mr. Goodman: Surely. 

By Mt. Walsh: 

. Do you mean by this that when you had 
trouble with a manager, as you did down in 
Roanoke, and over here at Brooklyn, that all 
the managers should be notified that this de- 
cision was in your favor, so that it would not, 
thereafter, reflect against your reputation? 

A. That is ¢he thing absolutely. 

Q. Is that what you are trying to get at? 

A. Absolutely.

Q. low much layoff did you have between 
the Ioew engagement and the United Booking 
Offce? 

A. And I qnit down South, and then 1 lost 
the week of January 13th, and tben I lost the 
week of Jannary 20th, and then I lost the week 
of January 27th, and then I started to work for 
Toew, and I don't think that tne Loew Agency 
knew anything about my troubles down South. 

Q. Whatever you think about it you got time 
from them? 

Yes, 

Q. When you came from the South didn't you 
come up to sail for Italy? 

A. Yes; | was to sail February Ist. 

Q. You could not very well play ¢hree weeks 
down South and sail for Italy, could you, at the 
same time? 

A. I could not play any more than three 
Weeks down South, commencing December 30th, 
1918, and be in time here in New York to buy 
passage and get ready, because that would only 
give me four days to sail. I could have played 
— three weeks and still have four days to 
sail. 

Q. So you played two and a half weeks down 
there? 

A. I did not play anything but three days. 

Q. Owing to the fact that you canceled your 
time down South, so that you could get up 
North and get your passage and make arrange- 
ments to go to Europe? 

A. I did not cancel it for that at all; nothing 
of the kind. I told you the reason why I quit 
in Roanoke, ¢hat it was because they broke the 
eontract. the telephoned arrangement, for three 
consecutive weeks, 

Q. I thought you said you had no contract? 

A. A telephone contract. 

Q. With Weber? 

A. With Weber's assistant. 

Q. Did you have any teiephone conversa- 
tlon with the mannger of that theater? 

A. Of what theater? 

Q. Down South! 

A. No; I had no telephone conversation either 
with the manager or Mr. Delmar. The stuff 
was booked thru the Weber Office. 

Q. So that if anybody is to blame in the 
matter it is Weber? 

A. Yes; I blamed him, and I changed the 
agency. I took the act away from him. 

By Mf. Walsh: 

Q. Why didn't Weber want ¢o give you a 
Telease? 

A. 1 don't know. That is the practice with 
nearly all of the booking agents. He gave me 
the release lately because, as I understand, 
Mr. Albee made q new ruling there, that all ¢he 
acts that wanted a release should have it; and 
they gave it to me. Anyway, that is one of the 
reasons why I think he gave me ¢he release after 
I had the trouble down South. Another point 
was that, owing to the fact that I qu down 
there, it would be pretty hard for him to book 
the act after that; so that I got the release 
then, 

Mr. Goodman: I affer in evidence the letter 
from Mr. Albee to Mr. Pisano. dated April 24, 
1919. and also Mr. Pisano’s reply of April 29,

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IS THE LYCEUM DYING? 


Ralph Parlette Is Chiseling a Tombstone—Commit- 
tee Reports as the L L. C. A. Is Working Them 
Out—President Lybarger Backs the New 
Effort—Study the Reports 


For years there has been a bitter, determined 
fight, often under cover, but none the less 
fierce, carried on by those on the one side who 
believe the lyceum and chautauqua can best 
thrive urder the full light of day. Arrayed 
agninst them are those forces who believe that 
they can best attain their ends by working 
under cover. For yeare the plea was put up, 
by the managers, that they were afraid to at- 
low their towas to be known for fear that other 
managers would steal said towns. Now the 
managers are in a combine and they are afraid 
the towns will find ovt how much the benevolent 
imanagers are annually ‘“‘losing’” by catering 
to the public. 

Then there are those attractions who are 
afraid of their own records. There are more of 
these than there is generally understood to be. 

For years this fight for the light of pub. 
licity has been going on. At the last IL L. O. 
A. Convention Lee Francis Lybarger was 
elected president by those who mostly wanted 
these reports. He has workeq out a detailed 
system of reports, which experience has proven 
to be very effective, We are pleased to preseut 
uls paper, which he has just sent out to the mem- 
bers of the I. L. C. A., together with the re- 
ports that have been sent by lyceum con- 
mittees to the I. L. C. A. office, and have been 
tabulated by the secretary. 


Over against President Lybarger's efforts to 
aid this system, meant for the betterment of 
the lyceum and the members of the Il. L. O. 4 
is the selfish opposition of Ralph Parlette an¢ 
his personal organ. In the April issue of said 
organ Brother Parlette took occasion to re 
mark: “After all the journalistic attempts to 
secure talent reports from committeemen have 
failed the I. L. C. A, rolls up its sleeves to do 
it. Get avother tombstone ready. The only 
people sufficiently interested to make reports 
go are the bureaus, and they already are well 
supplied with their own private reports.’’ 

Now in order to understand Parlette’s atti- 
tude one must understand Parlette. The bes+ 
way to understand a person is to judge them by 
their own acts. An editor writes, often up- 
consciously, his own life history. Out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh ano 
the Corona recordeth. We nave just read a 
little booklet written by Ralph Parlette and 
published by him. It is entitled Big Business. 
He writes a short preface to this work of art 
and in said preface the modest author uses 
the big “‘I"’ forty-eight times. It opens with 
the biggest I the priater had in the shop and 
the very last sentence in the book uses up the 
last capital I the prioter was able to borrow. 
We «understand there were originally to be twe 
more chapters in this book, but the compositor 
had used last capital I he had in the shop, and 
bad borrowed all that the other printers in the 
building could spare, so they had to bring Big 
Business to a close before it was really finished. 

Last year at the L. C. A. convention 
Montaville Flowers, wh. was then president of 
that organization, found Tarlette to be se 
utterly devoid of that spirit of fairness which 
should exist between me~ that he printed a 
few thousand sheets, whicn he distributed at 
the convention, repudiating Parlette for his 
selfish attempts to ingratiate himself into the 
hearts of the bureau managers. 

President Flowers said: “Here stands re- 
vealed the Parlette caliber and philosophy: ‘I 
measure all things by myself. I pass all things 
thro myself. What i can’t do few can Jo and 
should not be done. I do not learn facts, be- 
cause facts get stale with time.’ ”’ 

True to his philosophy Parlette still measures 
all lyceum and chautaugda efforts thru himself 
and when he sees his own forces, the lecturers. 
being driven from the field in such efforts as 
Frank M, Chaffee’s lectureless intermittent 
chautauquas he sets up a holy plea to Bring 
Back The Old Lyceum. Here are his own 
words: ; 


“*This is my last year. When I get thru with 
this course I am done. It is too much work 
selling the tickets and running it.’ A fine, in- 
telligent woman, a community leader, was 
saying it. 

“If the above were just AN isolated case we 
would not take the space to discuss it. But 
it is wnat is going on in hundreds of communi- 
ties. Bureaus and agents are in a constant 
struggle to keep committees going on or to find 
new committees. 

“The committees lose interest and quit. It 
isn’t because they have too much work to do. 
The more they are interested the harder and 
more happily they will work. 

“It is the committee that runs the all-enter- 
tainment course that gets tired—that very 
committee that wants to ‘get the big crowds to 
pay ont.’ The real lyceum committee that puts 
on with its entertainment ‘hichbrow’ things 
and heavy lectures is the one that sticks. It 


servation that the Mississippi River flows south, 
generally speaking. Another one he has found 
by experience, and this one he so aptly illus- 
trates by the aid of a glass jar, a dozen nuts 
and a pint of beans, By vigorously shaking said 
jar he demonstrates the great truth of life, that 
the ‘“‘nuts’’ always come to the top.

Has Parlette pictured the lyceum as it is? 
For ten years we have been showing the ten- 
dency which has made possible his article. We 
have been among those journalistic ones who 
have been digging up and publishing reports. 
We have been chiseling tombstones every time we 
published these reports. The tombstones have 
not been for the system of reporting either. 
They have been for the ones who don’t make 
good, 

Can you blame Parlette for kicking? Not 
when his own chautauqua bureau will furnish 
the dope on their day's doings, giving twenty- 
seven lines of a newspaper story to the Victory 
Players and eight to the evening lecture to be 
given by Ralph Parlette. That's the way 
it read in The Shreveport (La.) Times of 
June 1, Concerning Miss Electra Platt, 
reader, singer and impersonator, with the 
Victory Girls, this authentic information is 
given: “‘She was formerly a singer in several 
metropolitan churches. She was described by 
The New York Globe as being ‘original and re- 
freshing.’*’ Vernon Stone, who is also a mem- 
ber of the Victory Playcrs, is boosted on the 
ground that he is said to be a first cousin of 
Fred Stone, the circus clown, who has risen to

Messages of leadership, cheer, inspiration and 
education are a permanent need.’’ 

Study Parlette’s reports as they have come to 
the I. L. C. A. ‘You see two committees say 
80, and one 90. Just fair. That is what kills 
the lyceum interest. 

resident Lybarger has said: 

‘Onur movement suffers not so much from at- 
tractions that are downright inferior and ought 
not to be found on any list as it does from a 
large number of attractions that just barely 
‘put it over.’ They ‘get past,’ but the margin 
of safety is too narrow. Continued experiences 
with mediocre talent gradually dull the keen 
edge of public enthusiasm. When you ro ‘round 
the next year to sell tickets the people say: 
‘Oh, yes, it was good, but’—-’’ 

We have nothing against Lecturer Parlette. 
He can deliver all the lectures he can get the 
opportunity to deliver. That is his business. 
ut when Editor Parlette stands in the way of 
progress then we have a right to show why he 
is standing in the way of the very progress that 
he claims he is trying to assist. 

He has three lectures that are easily analyzed. 
One of them he builds around the profound ob- 


fame and fortune. Some bull. ‘‘Vernon Stone 
plays several musical instruments, ranging from 
violin and banjo to a trick fiddle, consisting of 
a cigar box and one string. Stone is said to 
possess many of the characteristics of his 
famous cousin’? sayeth the press agency dope. 


That is the way chautauqua companies are 
billed, and even the facts about Parlette’s 
lecture are given all the benefit of a press 
agent’s vivid imagination to embellish them, so 
that even the truth about them is stranger than 
fiction and the fiction truer than the truth. 

Two-thirds of the little space devoted to 
Parlette’s lecture was an ad for the sale of 
his books. 

After the show is over. Aye, that is the time 
to judge. Let the committee forget the press 
agency stuff and honestly report just how the 
attractions pleased the audience, and soon there 
will be a different story to tell.

be impossible to fool any of you with the cheap 
junk that is slapped together some time but a 
couple of days before the chautauqua opens. 
These reports are your official guide. Make them 
your property. 
WHAT YOU DO—HOW YOU DO IT

The following is a part of the nenmer written 
to the members of the I. L. 0. A., and published 
officially by this association. Every commer 
man should report to the I. L. C. A, office the 
degree of satisfaction given by each attraction 
appearing on his lyceum and chautauqua pro 
gram. It’s for the good of the entire movement. 
Here is what President Lybarger tias to say: 


“The classification of the membership of the 
I. L. ©. A. organizes a hitherto unorganized 
body. ‘Therefore, Just in proportion as you know 
the value and power of organization will you 
appreciate the significance of the great step for- 
ward which we have taken. 


The members of the International Lyceum and 
Chautauqua Association make a living by what 
they have to sell. Aud they have really nothing 
to sell but service, And so the problem has been 


to tell the public the kind of service which 
each one has to sell. 

True it is that, while this information tells 
what each one does, it does not say how well, or 
ill, he does it. True it is that it gives the 
character of the work done, but not the quality, 
All this I recognized before I had prepared the 
elaborate system by which the entire member- 
ship of our organization could be classed and 
the function performed by each set down. But 
I believe in doing just one thing at a time. 1 
believe you have to take the first step before 
you can take the second. And now that we have 
taken the first step we are ready for the 
second, 

What is the second step? The answer is easy: 
Having told the character of the work done by 
each, we must now find some means of informing 
the public as to the quality of the work done 
by each. Having told what our members do, we 
must now tell how they do it. How can this be 
done? Who are the logical persons to tell this 
fact to the general public, particularly to 
lyceum and chautauqua committeemen? The 
answer is at hand: The committeemen them- 
selves. 


Let the committeemen report to their fellow 
committeemen thruout the country—by means 
of the I. L. C. A. office, and thru the agency of 
our splendid publications—the character of the 
work performed by those for whose service ther 
must pay out the people’s money. It should be 
reported from ‘“‘committeemen to committee- 
men,.”’ 

The better to carry out the exact nature of 
these reports and the purpose for which they are 
to be made, I have appointed our genial and 
popular treasurer, Paul H. Kemerer—himself an 
enthusiastic lyceum and chautauqua committee- 
man—as chairman of this Committee Report 
Service. 


You yourselves tell in the classification what 
you do—the committeeman tells how you do it. 
Isn't that fair? Isn't it honest? Isn't it 
practical? How can anyone who believes in fair 
play and that merit should be given an open 
chance in its competition with mediocrity, ob- 
ject to the system? It is the first step that is 
taken towards efficiency in an enterprise. It is 
a proposal to reduce our work to an actual busi- 
ness basis, 


Committeemen are heartily in favor of it. 
As manager, are you in favor of it? Would 
you suffer financially if the public were to be 
openly informed as to ¢he general satisfaction 
which the majority of your attractions are giv- 
ing, orahe extent of the continual dissatisfaction 
produced by others? Your answer would cer- 
tainly be in ehe negative. You are actually 
eager for the opportunity to show the public 
what your attractions are doing. 


You have your own system of committee re- 
ports, ® is true, which tells you the splendid 
work of some of your attractions. But it 
does not tell the committeemen what they are 
doing. particularly committees not on your list. 
And they want to know. Neither do your private 
reports inform committeemen of the dissatisfac- 
tion which some of your attractions are giving. 
And this the committees also want to know—and 
have a right to know. 


nd so in this great Reconstruction Period 
of the world's history, when all tides are turn- 
ing towards the welfare of humanity, let «s 
bring all the affairs of this great human 
service organization out into the light. Let's 
open the books, and by so doing enter the great 
est period of prosperity of our movement bas 
ever known. 

As talent, are we in favor of the system? Do 
we fear for the public to know the kind of work 
we do? Do we ¢hink that the audiences which 
are dissatisfied with our work are more numerous 
than those which are delighted, and that we 
could not long ‘‘survive’’ in q “struggle for ex- 
istence’’ based wholly on merit? 


Surely not. We could not be opposed to having 
each committee report its impression of ¢he ver- 
dict of the audience to fellow committeemen and 
yet feel that we are making an honest living. 
These committeemen have no other desire than 
to serve their communities. We do not want 
the people’s money without rendering a service 
which, in general, is satisfactory to the peo- 
ple who pay us this money. 

It is a serious error to suppose that an attrac- 
tion must get a grade of 100% or go down. A 
stendy grade of 90% or an average of 90% will 
keep any attraction of real merit on the plat- 
form, 

The thing that has kept many ¢imid members 
of the talent branch of our organization from 
favoring a system of committee reports has been 
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tbe feat that we would occasionally get a ‘black 
eye.’ And we will, 1 think there is no doubt 
ebout that, no matter who we are. But we 
are getting at least an occasional one now. And 
we bave no means of defense, for it is given 
secretly. True, it is, the general public does 
not know about it. But our manager does. And 
be will tell us all about it when we want to 
“sign up’? for next year. Committees are also 
reporting us “‘fair,’’ “‘good,”’ ‘‘delighted,”’ ete. 
But the public does not get to hear about this 
exbex, Perbaps even we do not. And so, if we 


| nave real faith in ourselves and real faith in the 


quality of our performance we will heartily fa- 
vor a system of reporting on the merits or de- 
merits of each attraction. 

True i is, that sometimes reports will go in 
whieh are unjust, unfair. But that is happening 
now. The system will not be perfect. No human 
institution is perfect. But this is by far the 
best ¢hat can be done. And not to do it is to 
perpetuate a much greater injustice to every 
meritorious attraction. Had this system been in 
vogue during all these years the whole lyceum 
situation would be vastly different today. The 
speculative element would have disappeared. 
Avdiences would be at least a third larger. 

With practically a whole new army of repre- 
sentatives coming in every year or so, and those 
even slightly acquainted with the business go 
ing out, the building up of a Lyceum reputation 
upon which one can rely in the later years is al- 
most out of the question. One can scarcely hope 
for permanence in this noble field of endeavor. 
Every day’s experience is teaching us that. If 
we of the older generation on the platform 
cannot do much for ourselves by the adoption 
of a system of permanent records of merit and 
achievemems, let us at least do something for 
the Lyceum generation coming on. 

I believe in the members of the I. L. C. A. I 
believe that no organization on earth is made up 
of a nobler body of men and women; of those 
more inspired by a zeal for the welfare of 
bomanity, or more imbued with the passion for 
service. Therefore 1 feel confidemt of your 
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united and enthusiastic support of this great 
enterprise, 

While the immediate benefit of installing the 
Committee Report Service May not meet my 
eutire expectations, I have no doubt as to its 
ultimate success and permanency. It has come, 
and come to stay. kt will give us a basis for 
judgment and criticism. We have absolutely 
hone now. After it has been installed for a 
few years it will enable us to actually know 
the kind of attractions in each class which please 
best, and the relative preference of one class 
over the other. We have no means of knowing 
now. It will utterly eliminate the hope of long 
“getting past’? with inferior production. It will 
make actual service to the people the basis of 
success, It will familiarize the name of every 
attraction to all the members of our organiza- 
tion and to all committeemen everywhere thru- 
out the country. We have been talking for 
years about publicity. Here it is. And it is the 
kind of publicity that is based on ¢ruth, merit— 
on deeds actually done and done for humanity. 
In short, it is the people's own verdict on the 
relative merit of our performance. 

To me it will seem so fair, so candid, so rea- 
sonable, so just. It lets us tell the committee- 
men what we do—it lets them tell how we do it. 
It is Americanism in action. It is the ‘‘square 
deal” in practice, It is democracy exemplified, 
It is Christianity applied. 

And in order to help applying it, in order to 
make merit the basis of success in our movement, 
in order that the degree of service shall deter- 
mine the extent to which ehe members of our 
great organization ‘‘survive’’ in the struggle 
for lyceum and chautauqua eristence—whetber 
as Managers or talent—our part is ¢o send in our 
lists of committeemen. The I. L. C. A. will send 
the report cards to them—they will do the rest. 
Are you with us? We are going ‘‘over ¢he top” 
in the greatest drive forward our organization 
has ever made.

OPERA STARS FORM SOVIET 


One of the queerest “‘soviets’® or republics the 
Russian revolution has produced was formed in 
Petrograd by opera stars, according to Albert 
Coates, an English conductor, who recently re- 
turned to London from Russia, 

At the beginning of the war, it is related, the 
opera stars formed a little republic and ruled 
themselves amicably. An administrative com- 
mittee was formed by vote, everybody worked 
only for the good of the theater, and the opera 
flourished, both artistically and financially, until 
the scarcity of food compelled the artists to 
seck other fields, 


WHITNEY BOYS’ CHORUS 


To Start on Transcontinental Tour in 
July 


Seattle, June 14.—The Whitney Boys’ Chorus, 
composed of 1,000 juveniles, and the largest 
organization of its kind in the world, will begin 
a transcontinental tour of the United States, 
Canada and Mexico early next month, appear- 
ing in seventy cities and singing in forty out of 
forty-eight States in the Union. The chorus is 
composed of soprano, alto, tenor and bass sec- 
tions, their range extending from low bass to 
soprano obbligato. Their repertoire includes many 
brilliant and classical numbers, besides a large 
variety of stirring, patriotic songs. The chorus 
will be accompanied by two brass bands and a 
symphony orchestra. Seven hundred of the 
1,000 boys in. the chorus are Seattle youngsters, 
the remainder are from Spokane, Tacoma, 
Everett, Yakima and other Washington cities, 

The history of the movement dates back to 
February, 1915, when two boys met in Ilillyard, 
a suburb of Spokane, to practice a duet for a 
Y. M. ©. A. boys’ banquet. Timidity led the 
boys to desire a quartet. Their enthusiastic 
reception stimulated in other boys an appetite 
for singing. The quartet soon became a chorus, 
and, with fifty-seven boys participating, gave 
their first concert March 25, 1915. August 27 
eighty-three boys entrained for the World's Fair 
in San Francisco, where they received many 
honors, including a telegram from Governor 
Johnson, welcoming them to California. Upon 
their return the chorus grew by leaps and 
bounds, until in February, 1916, a thousand boys 
attended a single rehearsal. At the first anni- 
versary concert, March 25, 1916, President Wil- 
son sent Dr. H. E. Whitney, the founder, a

jon Psychology of the German people con- 
oues to amaze and bewilder allied observers. 
A recent dispatch from Coblenz, one of the 
Principal strategic poimts held by the Ameri- 
ean army of occupation, describes the reaction 
'n that city against the order of the new German 
“overnment directing the observance of a week 


of mourning as a protest against the peace 
terms. One evidence of this mourning was to 
be the banning of music in the cafes. 

On the day after the order was supposed 
to go into effect the orchestra in the Trause 
Cafe, one of the most popular restaurants in the 
city, began tuning up at 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, Shortly afterwards a police delegation 
visited the place and gave orders that there 
must be no music. Whereupon the proprietor 
of the cafe visited the American provost 
marshal and asked if the orchestra might not 
play. 

“Go ahead and play your heads off,” replied 
that official. 

At 5:30 the members of the orchestra were 
back in their places and the first nomber 
rendered was Lieut. John Philip Sousa’s The 
Stars and Stripes Forever! There were 300 
Germans in the room at the time and not ao 
single one left or exhibited any signs of annoy- 
ance at the playing of this distinctly American 
march with its patriotic title. Inasmuch as it 
has been for many years one of the most popu- 
lar marches in all corners of the world it can- 
not be argued that a great number of those 
present did not recognize it, 

Lieut. Sousa will, it is needless to say, in- 
elude this march and a number of the other old 
favorites in his list of encore numbers on his 
trans-continental tour this season, 


WILL VISIT AMERICA 


Italy’s Most Famous Orchestra To Play 
Concert Engagements 


New York, June 14.—Italy’s most historic 
symphonic orchestra, The Saint Cecilia Or- 
chestra, will play concert engagements in most 
of the important cities of the United States next 
season. The tour will begin with a series of 
concerts at the Metropolitan Opera House, New 
York City, early in October. The orchestra is of- 
ficially known as the Orchestra of the Royal 
Academy of St. Cecilia, the oldest musical so- 
ciety in the world, but it is also well known 
as the Augusteum Orchestra, so called because 


its concerts have for many years been given 
in the circular hall built upon the ruins of the 
Tomb of Augustus, in Rome. It is the Royal 
Orchestra of Italy and its visit to America, under 
the auspices of the King of Italy and the Royal 
Malian Government, is an evidence of the un- 
broken friendship existing between Italy and 
America, 

Arrangements for the tour were made by a 
committee of prominent American and Italian- 
American citizens, with Otto H, Kahn of New 
York City as chairman, 

Richard G. Herndon and Frank Taylor Kint- 
zing, who had charge of the recent tour of the 
Paris Symphony Orchestra, will be similarly con- 
nected with the visit of the St. Cecilia Or- 
chestra,

To Be Made Permanent Organization 


New York, June 16.—The New York Military 
Band has aroused so much genuine emhusiasm 
amongst the New York people and the music 
lovers that plans are being made to make it a 
permanent organization. A committee of prom- 
inent and publiespirited citizens has been 
formed for the purpose of making these concerts 
a feature of each summer season. Mr. Goldman, 
the director, has selected and trained his men 
with rare skill and judgment. 


GATTI-CASAZZA SAILS FOR ITALY 


New York, June 14.—Gatti-Casazza, general 
manager of the Metropolitan Opera House, 
sailed for Italy Saturday, June 14, Because of 
the war Mr. Gatti has spent the last few 
summers in America, planning how to get best 
resnits under war conditions, and constantly 
watching for talent among American singers, 
with the result that a great number of Ameri- 
eans were engaged for the Metropolitan Opera 
Company. While abroad this summer Mr. Gatti 
will be on the alert for new talent and he erx- 
pects to make some announcements of interest, 
as he is going abroad for the express purpose 
of making new contracts.

Charles M. Schwab has accepted the presi- 
dency of the newly organized Music Service 
League of America, with offices at 103 Park 
avenue, New York City. 

Galli-Curci’s final concert was given Sunday, 
June & at the Auditorium, Chicago, for the bene- 
fit of the Osteopathic Hospital. Despite the ex- 
treme heat the theater was crowded and the 
famous singer scored a new triumph, 

Leopold Godowsky, famous pianist, will con- 
duct a master class in Seattle, Wash., this year, 
commencing August 4 and lasting five weeks. 
He will also conduct classes in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles this summer. 

Caruso and bis wife are now in Italy. This 
is the great tenor’s first visit to his native land 
in three years. His stay will be short, as he 
must be in Mexico City in August to fill a con- 
cert engagement. 

The 253d Infantry Band of the 89th Division 
will make a concert tour of Kansas during the 
summer months. A permit has been received 


from the Government for the members of the 
band to retain their instruments for this tour. 


Information comes to this country that France 
is making far-reaching plans to increase the im- 
portance of Paris as an international music 
center. The facilities of the schools and con- 
servatories are to be increased in every way, 
concerts of every kind are to be encouraged, 
operas are to be given on all sides, and every- 
thing possible made to make Paris attractive 
to American music students, 

Riccardo Martin has been engaged as guest 
artist at Ravinia Park for the season, which 
starts June 28. Mr. Martin last sang in 
Chicago three years ago in the Blackstone Thea- 
ter engagement of the Boston-Pavlowa Com- 
pany. 

Joseph Lhevinne, Russian pianist, who has 
been interned in Germany thruout the war, will 
return to New York in September, according to 
a cablegram received by his manager, Loudon 
Chariton. Lhevinne has been absent from this 
country for six years, 

Carl O. Stats, choirmaster at St. Paul's 
Cathedral, Cincinnati, has tendereg his resigna- 
tion to take effect September 1. He intends 
to continue his study of music in London ana 
Paris. Mr. Stats has been with St. Paul’s 
Cathedral for twelve years. 

The Strand Theater, Baltimore, has come in 
for considerable favorable comment thru its in- 
vitation to Baltimore musicians to submit un- 


published compositions for a public hearing at 
the Strand. Substantial prizes are offered for 
the best works submitted. 


Edwin Franko Goldman, director of the New 
York Military Band, bas arranged an all-Ameri- 
can program for the concert to be given at 
Columbia University June 20. Miss Vahrah 
Hanbury will be the soloist that evening. The 
attendance at the concerts is increasing nightly 
and there have already been issued free tickets 
numbering more than 75,000. 


The Columbia Graphophone Company has just 
made a contract with Harry A. Yerkes, of 
Yerkes’ Novelty Orchestras, for the exclusive 
right to record the work of the saxophone sex- 
tette, with the understanding that the or- 
ganization shall be known as the Columbia 
Saxophone Sextette, both in its phonograph 
work and in the entertainment field. 


Helene Broomer, talented young Baltimore 
cellist, has been appointed head of the cello 
department of the summer school at the Pea- 
body Conservatory of Music, Baltimore, which 
opens July 7 and continues for six weeks. Miss 
Broomer has often been heard in recital in 
Baltimore and has played also In several of the 
neighboring States. 

The report that Dr. Karl Muck, former Boston 
Symphony Orchestra conductor, was about to re- 
turn to Germany has elicited the information 
that no request for his return had been received 
by Government officials at Washington. As 
Dr. Muck is interned at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., a 
request for permission for his return to Ger- 
many would pass thru the War Department and 
the Departments of Justice and State. 


The announcement of the engagement of Miss 
Mary Jordan, contralto, of New York City, to 
Col. Charles Clement Cresson, of the Judge 
Advocate Department of the U. S. Army, has 
been made by Miss Jordan’s pgrents.

Dorothy Follis is to appear with the Chicago 
Opera Company for a term of weeks next season 
in a number of important roles. 

Mme. Marguerite Namara, soprano of the Ohi- 
cago Opera Company; Merle Alcock, contralto; 
Lambert Murphy, tenor, and Reinald Werren- 
rath, baritone, of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, sang the principal roles of Cavalleria 
Rusticana at the musical festival in Kalurah 
Temple, Binghamton, N. Y., on June 11, 

The Dallas (Tex.) Academy of Music has se- 
cured a new home, where the school will open 
September 1. The Academy was organized last 
year. Henri LaBonte is dean of the vocal and 
operatic school, while Julius A. Jahn will be 
dean of the instrumental school. * 

The eleventh North Shore Music Festival at 
Evanston, Ill., was one of the most successful 
ever held.

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Editorial Comment 


The resignation last week of Amelia 
Bingham from the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation is not especially significant or 
important. It is extremely unlikely 
that her action will start a bolt. On 
the contrary, it is more probable to re- 
sult in cohering the organization and 
strengthening the fealty of the rank 
and file of the membership. 


But it does bring to the front one of 
the perplexing difficulties that The Bill- 
board has repeatedly pointed out, and 
thrusts it in among the big issues with 
almost rude abruptness. We refer to 
the status of the actor-manager. 

Verily, he hath not where to lay his 
head 


The managers will have none of him 
if he lends moral and financial sup- 
port to the actors, and the actors will 
look askance at him if he sits in with 
and lends comfort to the managers. 

Both the managers and the actors 
protess that they see only one way out 
for him, i. e., that he declare himself 
either an actor or a manager and con- 
duct himself and his affairs accord- 
ingly. 

And so the lot of the actor-manager 
is not a happy one. 


—-—— + 


If it were not for the unionism issue 
the difficulty could easily be remedied. 
The actor-managers could form them- 
selves into a small, but compact asso- 
ciation of thgir own, which might serve 


not only as a buffer between the two 
big organizations, but also as a bond. 

In that capacity it could do very use- 
ful and valuable work. 

But if unionism is to prevail such a 
position would be untenable. 

The unionist maintains that every- 
body must be either for him or against 
him—must come out in the open and 
declare himself pro or con. 

And the unionist is right. 

Unionism is inoperative—altogether 
unworkable—with members trying to 
serve two masters. 

It can not be done. 

Hence, if unionism prevails, the 
actor-manager, while he may continue 
to exist as a fact, will in practice be 
non est. 

And then? Will Mr. Cohan join the 
Equity while Mr. Harris flocks with 
the Producing Managers? Will Mr. 
Coburn go with the latter while his 
better half remains with the former? 

And, if so, just how will that affect 
matters—or change them? 

You can search us. 

We are not prepared to answer. 


Nor is this difficulty confined to the 
dramatic field. 

While dormant just at this time, it 
is bound to assume lively and large 
proportion soon or later in vaude- 
ville. The employing actor is far, far 


is going to escape the contagion of the 
times. 

And the players and employees should 
not, lose sight of the fact that the 
managers’ problems have multiplied 
enormously, and that their NET earn- 
ings, despite their tremendous gross 
receipts, have decreased on the whole 
very considerably. 

Better far a series of concessions and 
compromises, even extended over a 
number of years, than an open break. 

We feel very hopeful. 

For one thing organization is pro- 
ceeding apace in both camps, and or- 
ganization is going to facilitate agree- 
ment very greatly. Nothing will make 
for peace and understanding better or 
faster. 


Another encouraging sign is the keen 
interest taken in the issue, and, still 
another, the caution with which minds 
are being made up and positions taken. 

On the whole there are very good 
and sufficient grounds on which to base 
hopes that the new order may be ush- 
ered in with very slight waste and loss 
on the one hand and bitterness and 
hate on the other. 

God grant it.

They have not proved so in England, 
and what Englishmen can handle 
Americans can run away with. 

Nevertheless they will prove inter- 
esting and ticklish enough—and to 
spare. 

But “sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.” Right now is the time for 
players and managers to consider and 
think. They should separate the facts 
from the pseudo-facts, analyze them 
very carefully, weigh them well, and 
then—and not till then—draw their de- 
ductions.

According to Dr. Lionel Hartley, the chaitr- 
man of the banquet committee, about two bun- 
dred and forty guests were present, nearly a 
hundred more than last year. 


As the guests arrived they were received by 
various members of the reception committee, of 
which John W. Sargent was the chairman. 


An excellent dinner was served by the Mc- 
Alpin management, the beautiful ritual of 
placing a red carnation on the upturned plate 
of each departed member being specially im- 
pressive. 

Several letters and telegrams were read from 
friends who were unable to be present, among 
them may be mentioned: Governor Smith, Mayor 
Hylan, Commissioner Enright, Dean Kellar, 
Harry Houdini, Robert Kudarz from New Zea- 
land, and others. 

The vice-president of the society, George 
W. Heller, turned the chair over to William 
J. Hilliar, who acted as toastmaster. While 
the coffee was being served Oscar S. Teale, the 
secretary of the S. A. M., was called upon to 
briefly explain the objects of the organization. 
Other speakers included Van Amburg, who 
created much laughter with his stories; Harry 
Hershfield, the famous creator of the Abie the 
Agepvt cartoons in The Evening Journal, who 
scored one of the biggest hits of the evening; 
Hy Mayer, another famous cartoonist who al- 
ways delights at the S. A. M. affairs. Dr. 
A. M. Wilson, the editor and publisher of The 
Sphinx, was the star speaker of the occasion,

The Floyds then 
presented their version of mental telepathy, and 
it is needless to remark that these finished ar- 
tists created a sensation with the rapidity of 
their work. The big outstanding feature of the 
entertainment was the appearance of the vet- 
eran Prof. Taylor, who came with the Floyds 
from Boston, specially to present his version of 
the Chinese ring trick.

I would like your management 
to feel that they did a useful thing, as well 
as a kind and generous thing, when they pro- 
vided the forenoon’s entertainment for these 
men.”

The enclosed sheet (a Penn. R. R. Circus 
Tarif) was the rates for shows on the I’ R 


R. up to last spring. The N. Y. C. was a trifle 
higher, but they furnished mileage for the ail- 
vance which would make the total rate a little 
lower 

If you will figure up the present rate, plus 
the charge for parkage, you will find that we 
now pay 125 per cent more than in the past, 
notwithstanding the fact that we have always 
paid more than anyone else. Another thing 
you will see that the engine earned about $100 
per hour without any equipment, men to load 
or unload or anything of the kind. Under the 
present tariff very few shows will survive. The 
Government can afford to haul shows cheaper 
than the railroads because outdoor amusements 
collected more than a million dollars in war 
tax last season, and no one questions the fact 
that the amusement people did more than any 
other class in proportion to their numbers to 
belp win the war, bought more bonds, made 
more speeches to help sell the bonds and to 
promote loyalty, sent more men to the front, 
as statistics will show. Circus men may have 
some superiors mentally an! financially, but 
none can compare with him physically, and that 
is a qualification very necessary in a soldier. 

Now how can we who bave spent our lives tn 
the amusement business, we who know nothing 
else and want to know nothing else, help feel- 


ling hurt when we are compelled to pay far 
| more for our transportation than the men that 
| ship beer, whisky, tobacco, etc., etc. 


It is not only the three to five millions of 


| dollars that the Government will lose annually 


by abolishing outdoor amusement. but it puts 


| thousands of people out of work. 


In these days of thinking in millions, a few 
of the seven figured sums more or less, but 
wait until the ship subsidy bill comes up and 
then you will see that they can look big even 
yet.—F. R.

held October 22 to 27 inclusive. 

“It’s Your Fair, 80 Be There,"’ is the slogan, 
and it looks like it’s going to be lived up to 
this year better than ever before. 

Confidently anticipating a record-breaking 
crowd, the management is making great prep- 
arations to provide an abundance of the best 
obtainable entertainment for all 

A full program is being arranged, and it 
promises to be ahead of anything yet attempted 
at Shreveport. 

Three days of horse racing and one day of 
automobile races will be on‘the program. ‘There 
will be $3,600 in purses hung up at the horse 
race meet, with both harness and runring events 
booked. George R. Kiog of Indianapolis, one 
of the most popular race officials in the country, 
will be in charge of the speed events, and 
some of the fastest animals in the States will 
be on the local track, which is a fast mile 
circuit. 

Alex Sloan, who hes officiated here at previ- 
ous contests, will direct the automobile races, 
which will take place on Sunday afternoon. 
About a dozen of the leading drivers will par- 
ticipate. 

Auto Polo will thrill the Louisiana State Fair 
crowds for the first time this year, daring con- 
tests being staged on the race track twice 
daily. 

A mammoth fireworks display will be given 

each night featuring the Battle of Chateau- 
Thiery, staged under direction of the Thearle- 
Doffield folks. 
The ©. A. Wortham Shows will furnish the 
ladway amusement, and as the people have lots 
f money there promises to be unusually fine 
¥ patronage at the Wortham tents. 

Among the free attractions are the following: 
The Duttons, Valdarros,: Four Roses, Borsini 
Troupe, and La Maza Bros. They were booked 
thro F. M. Barnes, Inc., of Chicago. The man- 
agement has engaged Don Philippini and his 
famous band, with Madame Suzanne Lehman as 
soloist. 

In addition to the above there will be a large 
government exhibit, in which the various Federal 
Departments will be represented. Souvenirs 
from the world war will be among the feature 
attractions of the mammoth exhibit. 

An automobile show, in which numerous 
dealers of this territory will participate, will 
also be on the program, and one day will be 
known as Political Day. 

Demand for concession space is getting brisk, 
with a number of contracts already signed. 
Secretary Hirsch is busy answering inquiries, 
including communications from practically all 
the concessionaires who have ‘‘inade’’ Shreve- 
port before. These folks know the Louisiana 
Fair to be a real live one, and, therefore, they 
are making early preparation to secure accom 
modations for this year's fair. A great wave 
of prosperity is sweeping thru this section, and 
unless all signs fail there will be more money 
for spending at the 1919 fair than at any previ- 
ous fair held in Shreveport. 

The Louisiana Fair, aside from the many 
amusement features, devotes special attention to 
agriculture, and one of the features this year 
will be the christening of a handsome new 
Agricultural Hall, which has been erected at 
a cost of approximately $80,000. This building 
was erected because ofthe constantly increasing 
demand for space for agricultural exhibits, 
Besides wousually fine displays of farm prod- 
uets there will be many exhibits of cattle, 
hogs, sheep and other live stock, also a very 
large poultry show, and several sales of cattle 
and hogs will be held during fair week, when 
reduced railroad rates will apply. 


BIG FARM EXHIBIT 


is Planned for Tri-State Fair at 
Memphis 


Memphis, Tenn., June 14.—One of the biggest 
exhibits ever presented to the public representing 
a much wider scope than any previous demon- 
stration will be heid at the Tri-State Fair 
next fall. Plans for the hig event are well 
started and their success seems assured. All 
forms of dairy, club, co-operative and other 
exhibits will be shown in larger numbers than 
ever before. 

The announcement has been made of the 
appointment of W. M. Landress, county agricul- 
tural agent, as chairman of the farm exhibits 
thruout the tri-states, which means a new step 
towards placing certain forms of exhibits before 


the public that have never been scen before. 
Landress has had previous experience with 
several fairs and is considered the most com- 
petent man in this territory to handle the work. 
He was director of club work at Chattanooga 
for several years and was also attached to the 
county fair in Lincoln County for some time 
before coming to Memphis. 


FAIR COMMISSION BLAMELESS 


Albany, N. Y., June 14,—Charles BD. Norris, 
special commissioner appointed by Governor 


‘Smith to make an investigation into the affairs 


of the State fair commission, bas reported to 
the governor that he had found no corruption on 
the part of the commission or the various con- 
tractors. 

Mr. Norris was appointed to make the investi- 
gation upon the request of the district attorney 
of Onondaga County. Accompanying the request 
were allegations of mismanagement. misapro- 
priation of funds and irregularities of sufficient 
moment, in the district attorney's opinion, to 
warrant a Grand Jury investigation. 

“An exhaustive inquiry into all claimed irregu- 
larities in the conduct of the business of the 
commission disclosed nothing which would rea- 
sonably warrant censure or Justify the ex- 
pense of public hearings,” reported Mr. Norris. 


TENNESSEE STATE FAIR 


Secretary J. W. Russwurm, of the Tennessee 
State Fair, Nashville, Tenn., qates of which are 
September 15-20, is making extensive improve- 
ments for the coming fair. Five large barns 
have just been completed to help house the 
live stock entries. Tbe directors have greatly 
increased the premiums on live stock and expect 
to hold the greatest live stock show ever held 
in the South. 

They are also planning about $15,000 in im- 
provements on the main entrance to grounds, 
this being absolutely necessary to take care 
of the shows, which it is planned to locate about 
40 feet from main entrance. Already four 
acres of ground have been purchased, and more 
will be added as soon as the street car company 
starts its part of the work. 

Mr. Russwurm also reports that Supt. of Con- 
cessions HT. T, Lucus has already sold over 95 


per cent of all concession space, the majority 
of the sales being made to concessionaires who 
were at the State Fair in 1918, which goes to 
prove that this fair must be profitable to con- 
cessionaires,

Was with Central of 
Georgia Railway for 25 years in various capac- 
ities, was sheriff’ of City Court, Bibb County, 
for four years; member of City Council of 
Macon for two years and established the Aut» 
lire Department of the city, being the ‘‘daddy”’ 
of it. Has been secretary and assistant in the 
various Red Cross, Jewish, Armenian and Sal- 
vation Army campaigns, and assisted in the va- 
rions Liberty and Victory Loan drives, ma- 
terially siding the city in going over the top 
every time, which led to the adoption of the 
slogan: “Over the top in every drive.” Is a 
member of the Board of Appeals and was a 
member of the Cinssification Committee of the 
American Association of Fairs and Expositions 
for two years.

The subject of the evening was: “Shall the Professions Unite With 
Practically all of the speakers declared 
James P. Boyle, who spoke on behalf of the American 
Labor Party, warned professional men and women that they should not 
assume superior airs, and Dr. Ira 8S. Wile, formerly a member of the 
Board cf Education, warned labor not to “scorn the professions.” 

“The professional man,” said Dr. Wile, “doesn’t know the meaning 
of short hours in the sense used by the man who calls himself a laboring 
A doctor observes the eight-hour day sometimes—usually post- 
mortem.

By the same token. if the personal repre- 
sentative is to get for his performer a larger 
salary or a bigger ronte, it means just that 
much more return to him, doesn't it? 

A. It means more return to him if he gets 
all the commission, 

Q. Isn't it a fact that performers give their 
representatives something even in addition to 
the five per cent as an extra inducement? 

A. No, 

. To the representative to get out and 
hustle for him? 

. No, I don't think it is an extra induce- 
ment at all, Mr. Goodman. It is demanded. 

Do you see anything as a practical mat- 
ter, aside from any question of law, do you see 
anything to prevent an actor from saying to his 
Tepresentative, ‘“‘Now, I want $300 as my sal- 
ary, but if you get me $500 I will split the dif- 
ference between the $300 and the $500 with 
you’? 

‘ I think it is a menace to the business it- 
self. 

Q. Well, as a practical man is there any 
means or any way that you can stop actors 
and personal representatives from making that 
kind of a deal? 

A. If you have an organization you can. 

Q. 1 would like to know, I would like to 
hear you tell us how you could stop it. 

A. Well, if you can fix the amount of com- 
missions by law that an actor shall pay 5 per 
cent of bis salary, as was fixed, then if you 
can secure the evidence, it might be difficult to 
secure the evidence, and you find a man is vio- 
lating the rules of the organization by paying 
his personal representative a bonus, or split- 
ting an added salary with him, you can suspend 
him and keep him out of business until he be- 
haves, 

Q. You realize, Mr, FitzPatrick, don’t you. 
that when such a thing occurs the manager 
is the man that has to foot the bill? 

A. That is my objection to it, Mr. Goodman. 
Not on the part of the actor. It is because it 
is an injustice to the manager. 

Is there any otber method ‘Sat you can 
conceive of to prevent collusive dc ng between 
ag actor and a representative to procure an !n- 
crease in salary? 
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A. 1 don’t think it is altogether wrong. I 
know it is not wrong for an actor and his rep- 
to secure an honest, legitimate in- 
ereaxe in salary, but for a man to enter into 
an agreement with an agent whereby he floats 
nis salary beyond its legitimate value, making 
all due allowance for all the conditions that 

enter into the consideration of what 
decent salary, 1 think a man who dves 
that, both the actor and the personal representa- 
tive. ought to be actually driven out of the 
business forever. :

Q. How many of all the actors that you have 
known in the White Rats have ever admitted to 
rou that he really had a bad act? 

“A. I could not fix the number or the amount. 
They are mighty few and far between, 
aren't they? 

A. 1 think most people have to have an idea 
of the quality of thelr own act and I think it 
is an absolute necessity for the production of 
that act, because if they had any idea in the 
back of their head that the act was not good it 
would be automatically transmitted to the audi- 
ence and the audience would get the same idea. 

Q. An actor, whether he be a vaudeville per- 
former or any other, by force of his very pro- 
fession, is required to have and possess a very 
strong sense of his own importance in the pro- 
fession? 

A. No, I don’t agree to that; no. 

Q. So far as his otrering is concerned to be 
successful be must believe that he has a good 
act, whether the audience agrees with him or 
the managers agree with him or not? 

A. Yes, certainly. 

Q. And a great number of actors believe 
that their material and their offering is good? 

A. Yes, I think they do, 

Q. Is there what is known in the profession 
as professional jealousy among vaudeville per- 
formers? 

A. I never experienced any. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that every performer on a 
bill wants to be headlined or billed in big type 
or bigger type than the other fellow on the bill? 

d No, I think not, 

Q. Does not the average vaudeville performer 
want the best dressing room, no matter who else 
is on the bili? 

A. I think that is altogether untrue. In all 
my experience in playing vaudeville theaters I 
can not recall a half dozen instances of rows over 
dressing rooms among the ordinary members of 
the bill. Of course, if you have a star who has 
been brought in from the legitimate, or who is 
hot a trained vaudevillian, there may be a de- 
mand for certain things in the line of dressing 
Tooms, but the vaudeville actor, as a class, I 
found, has been a very long suffering individual, 
quite content to do his work if let alone, 

Q. With regard to billing, hasn't it been one 
of the greatest causes of trouble to the man- 
agers that actors would walk out of a bill be- 
cause they were not billed to suit them? 

A. No, I think they walk out of the bills in 
isolated cases and in some instances, yes, I 
think se That is one of the things that we 
had in our mind to stop instantly. But I think 
that in many cases the reason they walk out of 
the theater is that they were billed, because the 
billing was misrepresented to them when the 
engagement was booked on the part of either 
the booking manager or booking agent, and led 
to believa one thing, the actor went to the 
theater anc found another thing had been done, 
and he considered that he had a legitimate rea- 
son for walking out, Personally, I don’t think 
be has any reason. I believe if he makes a 
contract that he should play it, and that is one 
of the things that we were most insistent upon 
in trying to stop. 

Q. Reason or no reason, it is my judgment, 
and I am simply trying to bring it out, that, re-

the entire environment of the small-time thea- 
ters is not conducive to it. 

Q. While you are on that point, that is due 
to the fact that in one the man who buys a 
ticket pays 10, 20 or 30 cents for it and the 
owner case, the big-time, he pays 25 or 50 or 
‘5 cents? 

A. No: T think that is because the actor is 
obliged to do so many shows a day he does not 
have a chance to perfect his talent if he has 


any. 

Q. All right, we will take that question up 
a little later. For the time being, aren't there 
actors that go from the big time to the small 
time?

Q. You think if the vaudeville managers 
charged more for their admissions they could 
afford to pay the actors more and give better 
bills? 


A. I think if the vaudeville managers would 
pay the salaries that the scale of admission at 
present existing justifies that they would in- 
erease the quality of the entertainment, and 
increase the type, the artistic abilities of the 
people who are in the business, and also give 
them what is most essential to the success of 
any enterprise, a spirit of love and affection 
for the enterprise in which they are earning 
their living and which they have not now, the 
spirit of affection for the vaudeville theater, 
which is nonexisting in America. 

Q. You don’t believe that spirit of affection 
and enterprise was shown in the fact that Mad- 
den and FitzPatrick started out to work at, I 
think you said, $100 or $150 a week?

Q. You don’t think that Mr. Mounatford's 
propaganda and speeches in the White Rats 


meetings had anything to do with the lack of 
affection and love for the managers? 

A. Not a bit of it. It had nothing to do 
with it. It was there before he ever came to 
the country. It was there in 1900. 


Q. You testified that the Colonial Theater 
was once a first-class theater under the manage- 
ment of Percy Williams Yon did not testify 
what it is now. I wish you would give us your 
opinion about that. 

A. I think it is what is known in the— 

. No, no, let us have your opinion, That 
is what I am trying to get. 

A. 1 think it is a very ordinary vaudeville 
theater, not first class or big time at all. 

Q. Aren't there any bigtime acts on the 
bills there? 

A. Occasionally; yes. 

Q. Aren't they nearly all big-time acts? 

A. No, I don't think they are. I think they 
are acts thut are playing big time, but that 
does net make a big-time act. 

Q. Isn't the theater artistically decorated? 

A. I think It is; yes, not bad. 

Q. If an act is good and plays the Colonial 
Theater, even at a cut salary, the act is still 
a big-time act if it plays big-time theaters, 
isn’t it? 

A. Yes, that is quite true. A cutting of the 
salary does not necessarily make it a small-time 
act, but it tends to make it a small-time act. 

With reference to the elimination of bad 
acts and people who have failed in the commer- 
cial business and had some sort of talent, about 
which you testified, do you believe that the 
White Rats would occupy the position of censor 
or lUeensor of those who desire te enter the 
vaudeville profession? 

A. I think that thera ought to be some sort 
of examination on the part of the actors’ or- 
ganization to say who shall become a member 
of it. Yes, for the protection of the business. 


Q. Was it not a part of the union shop pol- 
icy to keep such acts as they thought bad or 
impossible from entering the profession? 

A. No; as a matter of fact a labor union 
has no choice in the matter as to whom it shall 
take into its membership at all. We were 
obliged to take in anybody and everybody who 
could lay claim to being in the theatrical busi- 
ness. We had no right to pick or choose at all. 
We were obliged to eliminate the system of 
voting on members by black balls by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that if you succeeded in 
unionizing vaudeville performers and vaudeville 
theaters in this country your union would have 
been able to keep any man or woman out of 
vaudeville and out of employment if the union 
saw fit to do so? 

A. No, 

Q. I call your attention to Respondent’s Ex- 
hibit No. 8, an article in Variety of December 
3, 1916, entitled ‘“‘The Union Shop and Its Ad- 
vantages to All,’ by Harry Mountford, and I 
read therefrom as follows: 

“The union shop means that no person can 
work in any theater unless he or she carries a 
fully paidup card of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union of America or Associated Actresses of 
America or any of its affiliated organizations.”* 
And I ask you whether you still adhere to the 
statement that if you organized the vaudeville 
performers and the vaudeville theaters as closed 
shop you could not keep an actor out of em- 
ployment by keeping him out of the union? 

A. We could not keep him out of the union. 
We would lose our charter instantly if we tried. 

Q. Do you mean to tell us that anybody and 
everybody who claims to have any ta'ent at all, 
without regard to his moral qualifications or any 
other qualifications, can apply for membership 
in the White Rats Actors’ Union and must be 
admitted? 

A. With the exception of the moral qualifi- 
cations, yes. It is defined in the constitution. 

Q. Point out in that constitution any provi- 
sion which makes it absolutely incumbent upon 
the White Rats Actors’ Union to take in any 
and every one who claims to be an actor. 

A. “Every white actor, performer or enter- 
tainer in the amusement world, male or female, 
of good moral character, and in mental and 
physical condition satisfactory to the lodge, ir- 
respective of religion or nationality, who is now 
and has been a bona fide actor and performer 
or entertainer in the amusement world for at 
least one year and pursues such as his principal 
means of livelihood, is eligible to membership, 
provided such person does not act in the ca- 
pacity of partner or manager, submanager or 
agent, clerk or assistant to manager or agent, 
or is not financially interested with any per- 
son who is engaged in such business, and pro- 
vided such person accept such acts qr engage- 
ments over his or her signature or take part in 
the entertainment provided by virtue of said en- 
gagement, but if at any time after election to 
membership they shall become exclusively en- 
gaged in any otber business outside of the theat- 
rieal profession, they shall be known as non- 
active members, having no right to legislate. 
discuss or vote on any questions affecting the 
business of the actor. 

“Male applicants for membership, under Sec- 
tion 2 of this article, must set forth the neces- 
sary qualifications in writing, signed by the 
applicant and endorsed by eleven male members 
of the order in full benefit. and who must know 
that the applicant possesses the necessary qual- 
ifications for membership. Female applicants 
for membership in that portion of the order 
known as Associated Actresses of America must 
set forth all necessary qualifications in writing, 
signed by the applicant and endorsed by two 
members of the order in full benefit, and who

Whenever we see on any motion’ 
picture theater such signs as “Sexes 
Segregated” or “Children Not Ad- 
mitted” we feel like painting black 
borders around the edges of these 
signs, hanging a black crepe on the 
box-office and notifying a good under- 
taker and embalmer. Showing clinical 
films instead of entertaining features 
svells the doom. of the motion picture 
house that indulges the practice. Your 
receipts tomorrow and the day after 
may take a jump. You will probably 
get all kinds of advertising. Alas the 
final consequences are unpitying. The 
family that used to come to your thea- 
ter and laugh and cry can not under- 
stand why you drive them away. They 
are most likely to stay away. Your 
motives in showing the pictures may 
be the best or the worst—your judg- 
ment is atrociously bad in either case. 


EXHIBITING MOTION PICTURES 
IS A PROFESSION 

It is true that judges and doctors and 
ministers and statesmen and sociolo- 
gists will tell you to show the pictures, 
but what do they know about showman- 
ship? Your profession is that of ex- 
hibiting motion pictures for profit. You 
want your theater to be a permanent 
institution in your community. YOU 
have a profession yourself just as im- 
portant in its way as that of the lawyer 
and the doctor and the minister. For 
the discharge of your professional du- 
ties you and you alone are responsible. 
Go to the lawyer when you need legal 
advice, but let the lawyer come to you 
when he needs advice on showman- 
ship. 

REMEMBER THE FIRST OF

Open booking is coming like a tidal 
wave. It will make holes in the bank- 
rolls of producers who put out in- 
ferior pictures and “puff” them thru 
a venal press, BUT IT WILL MAKE 
NO HOLE IN THE POCKET OF THE 
EXHIBITOR. Only one class of ex- 
hibitors will regret open booking—the 
kind that let salesmen do their book- 
ing for them, the kind to whom book- 
ing means nothing more than a trip to 
the express office. Of these exhibitors 
there are very few specimens extant. 
The vast majority are glad of the 
chance to shop and use their intelli- 
gence and initiative. Even now, when 
the odds are all against them, they like 
to pick and choose.

A flashy, daring picture, great and varied 
settings, not much genuine heart interest 
subject likely to arouse controversy and 
opposition with corresponding advertising 
values. 


THB STORY IN SKELETON ..ORM 

An old Scotchman, grown rich in America, re- 
turns to Scotland, where he buys the estate of a 
peer who abused him and his mother years be- 
fore. To complete his revenge on the dead 
Seotch lord he forces bis daughter to marry a 
grandson of the noble house, and ¢hen gloats 
on the union of his despised plebeian blood with 
that of the noble house. The daughter rather 
resents being married that way and refuses 
to consummate the marriage by cohabitation. 
Thereupon the young lord seeks his pleasures 
elsewhere. The young wife, in name only, meets 
a young man whom she had loved once upon a 
time. She decides that he is her real husband, 
in the sight of God, and therefore casts away 
her wedding ring and confers full conjugal rights 
on the young map, who is her husband, not in 
the sight of the law, but in sight of God. A 
child is bern te her in due course of time, and 
sbe takes pride in announcing that it his, the 
child rot of her legal, but of her chosen, husband. 
The old Scotsman denounces and renounces her. 
The lover, who is an Arctic explorer, between 
business trips to the Northpole finds it bard 
to keep track of his wife ‘‘in the sight of God.” 
In the meantime poverty begins to press down on 
her. She has no money and no employment. 
Her child is {ll and desperately in need of 
medical help. The young mother looks out into 
the streets, where women are seen soliciting 
men. She then declares that at whatever cost 
to her the child must be saved, and she hurries 
out into the streets. Again scenes of women 
soliciting 

The young mother appears in the streets. A 
man is leaning against a lamp-post. She ap- 
proaches and speaks to him. The man turns 
around. fe is the explorer and father of the 
baby. The ending is happy. Just what became 
of the poor young lord is not clear. He either 
committed suicide or was divorced. In any 
erent he left the widow (genuine or grass) free 
to remarry. Thus a play which started out to 
bid all kinds of defiance to manmade law ends 
ap to the entire satisfaction of the mob. 

THBP CRITICAL X-RAY 

It is quite possible that this picture will make 
money for the exhibitor. The prodigious adver 
¢ising campaign carried on in the metropolitan 
press had its results in a generous attendance 
at the first showing at the Rivoli Theater in New 
York. The subject is full of controversial matter 
and that commercially speaking is always an 
advantage, because it makes talk. With this 
commercial appraisal of the picture we want 
to say that it is on the merits one of the poorest 
Pictures we have seen in a long time. Of all 
the books Hall Calne has ever written there's 
hone so poor in invention, so devoid of any gen- 
ulne moral value, so utterly absurd as a story 
as The Woman Thou Gavest Me. But for the 
name of Hall Caine the story would have been 
rejected by che callowest scenario editor at 1600 
Broadway (or any address on Fifth avenue, if 
you prefer). Imagine a woman who loves a 
“an well enough to violate her marriage vows, 
to surrender her virtue and honor to him and 
then, when he wants to stay and face the music, 
telling him to go back to the North Pole and keep 
on exploring. Tlowever, if one were to enum- 
erate the gross absurdities of this unwholesome 
and unnatural tale too much valuable white pa- 
per would be cut to waste. Great as are the 
absurdities of Caine they do not yield one inch 
to the asininities of the director. Take this 
example The explorer and former lover of the 
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Scotchman's daughter has temporarily forsaken 
the North Pole to find, as the title informs us, 
rest “‘under the burnished skies of Egypt.’’ He 
meets the sweetheart, now married to the bad 
young lord. Introductions all around. ‘The ex- 
plorer congratulates the young lord. Everything 
is regular and normal. The story seems at an 
end, a sad story to be sure, a commonplace story. 
flowever, the triangle must be continued or else 
there are only about 2,500 feet of film. How to 
proceed now? Nothing is simpler. Imagine an 
Egyptian night and solitude. The explorer to 
catch the cool, nocturnal breezes, goes to the 
oasis to rest and think. The wife in name only 
also happens to walk into the oasis. They meet 
and are overcome by love. It’s all apropos of 
nothing at all, but it helps to bring the stalled 
machinery of the drama into action once more 
and any means is justified by the end in these 
five reel features. Nowhere in the whole play 
is there any appeal to genuine bauman emation, 
everything is forced, labored, artificial and 
shriekingly improbable. It may be that the 
sumptuous settings, both rich and ¢rue in their 
great variety,will atone for all these deficiencies 
in entertainment values; it may be that the fine 
Staging of the wedding ceremonies will cover 
the multitude of sins against taste and sense and 
decency, but we seriously doubt it. Unless bol- 
stered up by reckless advertising the picture 
cannot make a hit with the average sound and 
normal audience. Reckless advertising in the 
case of a picture of this sort is a boomerang often 
felt for days after in the box-office. 

It is worthy of note that the offensive episode 
referring to Catholcism, to which the late Car- 
dinal Farley so strenuously objected when the

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Despite its elaborate structure, its artistic 
subtitles and luxurious surroundings, this pic- 
ture lacks the elements of truth. The scenarioist 
failed utterly to grasp the psychology of a 
woman's heart. The divine spark of mother 
love is ingrained in the feminine composition 
from babyhood, and no amount of rough usage 
can stamp it out. Again the fault of the pro- 
ducer is glaringly apparent, for nothing is es- 
tablished to prove that the litle girl was abused 
or made into an indifferent woman by the heart- 
less indifference of her parents. It took a whole 
reel to convey this, and then it fell short of the 
truth, for there was nothing demonstrated to 
indicate such disillusionment. Too much foot- 
age was wasted before the introduction of the 
star. 


Hearty recognition will be bestowed upon the 
decorative beauty of the production and the very 
brilliant playing of its principals. Alice Joyce 
visualized to perfection the cold, analytical 
young creature, with her perverted views of 
life. She was as beautiful as a marble statue, 
correctly garbed to accentuate her chiseled fea 
tures. She seemed to have struck her old stride 
aguin and gave a consistent performance of the 
most improbable role. The picture was ‘near 
great,’’ but lost out by reason of its faulty 
foundation.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

A woman of the social butterfly variety, the 
wife of a big shipbuilder, disgusts her husband, 
who enlists and leaves the country, placing his 
business interests in the wife’s care. A villain 
is ready to tempt the wife and get control of 
the business, but the wife experiences a change 
of heart, unmasks the villain, and, seeing the 
error of her ways, begins to long for the return 
of her husband from the war. The husband re- 


turns just in time to rescue the wife from the 
villain. 


Tho at times the picture seems like a dra- 
matic hesitation rather than a dramatic com- 
Position, and, tho the early part is slow getting 
under way, it possesses much genuine pathos, 
some undeniable dramatic strength and very 
good touches of humor and of characterization. 
A good deal of praise must also be given to the 
superb settings, superb because artistic and 
accurate in every detail in a variety of scenes. 
The acting of the stars, as well as of the cast, 
was good, the direction somewhat halting and 
too much dependent on the screenworn props of 
pretty babies. There are glaring improbabilities 


in the plot; indeed, the very supposition that 
furnishes the structure for the plot is unbe- 
lievable. The Government would not let the 
owner of a greut shipbuilding plant enlist in 


the army as a private while his industry was so 
thoroly essential and he occupying a Jeading and 
responsible part in it. 
that the plausibilities of plot never worry a 
motion picture audience very much when its 
emotions are pleasantly or powerfully stirred 
and it has a sense of being entertained.

The spinster aunt calls and is given whisky in 
a teapot, which she seems to like, and she too 
becomes inebriated. After complications are 
straightened out the young couple are permitted 
to enjoy their honeymoon unmolested. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

The attenuated story has been stretched out 
to six wearisome reels, when, as a matter of 
fact, the mediocre material might have been con- 
densed into two reels and we'd been surfeited 
at that. ‘There is a clumsy attempt to infuse 
a semblance of plausibility into the scenario, 
but it proves quite futile. The boy and girl 
episode has been done to death and presented 
in a more lucid manner by other producers. 
Many repetitious scenes, long drawn out, luke- 
warm and warmed over, become exasperatingly 
tiresome. Too much attention is given to the 
old spinster, and her drinking episode—one flash 
of this would have been sufficient. Lots of 
action, supplied by irresponsible college boys, 
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amounted to nothing; in fact, many of the 
scenes petered out for lack of definite purpose. 
The introduction of a football game, with a 
crowded grand stand, furnished atmosphere, but 
had little to do with the principals. And so 
the disjointed affair wended its way to a climax 
which seemed an eternity in its arriving. The 
leading characters gave constant evidence of 
being prompted by the director—their move- 
ments were stilted much like the country swains 
who knew “their picter wus be’n’ tuk.’’ June 
Caprice is featured in this film, but has been 
mercifully spared any great effort. As an un- 
sophisticated school girl she might pass, but 
even the patience of a movie public has its 
limitations. 

As mentioned before, this is supposed to be a 
comedy, but there was nothing to indicate this 
fact.

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OBERHOLTZER’S BOARD GETS 
ANOTHER SETBACK 


Court Overrules Arbitrary and Foolish 
Decision of Pennsylvania Censors 


Philadelphia, June 13.—Another body blow 
has been administered to the State Board of 
These officials had 
decided to bar the picture which deals with 
Turkish atrocites in Armenia. The owners and 
distributors of the picture took an apeal from 
the decision of the Overholtzer Board to the 
Court of Common Pleas of Philadelphia County. 

The court viewed the picture in question and 
unanimously reversed the ruling of Overholtzer 
et al. Justice Patterson, writing the opinion 
of the court, says: ‘*The court finds it a fact and 
a question of law that there is nothing in the 
scenes which make them sacrilegious, obscene, 
indecent or immoral, or of such nature as to 
tend to debase or corrupt morals. Viewing 
the picture as a whole, the court finds as a fact 
that it is educational in character. It is not 
only a vivid portrayal of the story entitled 
Ravished Armenia, but it is also a picture of 
conditions as they existed in Armenta a few 
months ago.’’ 

“This picture is capable of implanting in the 
many miliions of thinking and unthinking 
Americans three convictions which may rea- 
sonably determine the public conduct of the 
American people in the near future. First, that 
the Armenian people deserve to be rescued, 
comforted anq made free and secure for the 
future by the use of the full power of the De- 
mocratic Western people. Second, that the 
concert of Europe, which since the Crimean wart 
ut least, has signally failed to protect the 
Christian population of the near East and te 
establish justice in that part of the world, 
should now be replaced by a more effective 
International organization. 

“Third, if this enterprise of restoring 
Armenia be a crusade, tifit it is an enterprise 
and a good cause with unselfish 
enthusiasm, It is a crusade In which the 
American people should ardently desire to 
take part."

Among later London appearances 
were the role of Frantz in Money, at Drury 
lane, and Jones in David Garrick at ‘‘command”’ 
performances in May and June, 1911. He also 
appeared in many other plays.
